W'OODBUBN, Ore., April 2S.— 
I The slayer of Policeman 
Hanlon, of Oregon City, early 
today, laid low two of the posse which 
Is pursuing him. One of his victims, 
Captain O. D. Henderson, has- died 
since from the effects of his wound, 
and another, Sheriff J. S. Shaver, of 
Clackamas county, lies mortally in- 
jured at Salem hospital, where both 
men were taken on a special train 
soon after the shooting. 

This man, whom Portland detectives 
declare to be identical witli Frank 
Smith, who escaped from Portland 
jail, where he was confined on charge 
of having robbed the postofllce at 
Troutdale last Sunday, eluded his pur- 
suers the morning before, and escaped 
from the nursery in which he took 
refuge after shooting Henderson and 
Shaver, then taking refuge in the 
woods which skirt Woodburne. These 
same woods are where the notorious 
penitentiary escapees, Tracy and Mer- 
rill, eluded their pursuers a few years 
ago, and whence they disappeared lo 
reappear again some days later on 
the Washington shore of the Colum- 
bia river. 

In more than this respect' docs this 
man, If It be Smith', resemble Tracy. 
Like the latter, he has met all opposi- 
tion with immediate shooting, and 
lias even been more deadly than Tracy 
so far as precision goes, it being 
stated that be has felled his man with 
each shot be. has fired. The posse 
which 1ms been pursuing for three 
days surrounded him in the outskirts 
of Woodburn in a clump of bushes 
about dusk last night, hut owing to the 
darkness it was decided to wait until 
daylight before attempting to capture 
hlin. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock Smith made 
a sudden dash from the bushes and 
gained the railroad, where he ran al- 
most headlong Into a part of the posse, 
consisting of Capt. Henderson, Sheriff 
Shaver, Sheriff Culver of Marion, and 
two or three others. 

Henderson commanded Smith to 
throw up his hands, and Smith res- 
ponded by opening lire with a revol- 
ver at a distance of .six feet. Hender- 
son fell almost at the first shot with 
a severe wound in the groin, and 
Shaver a moment later went down 
with what is believed to be a fatal 
wound In the stomach. 

Before the other realized what had 
happened Smith darted Into a nursery 
close to the track.

Chicago, April 28. — "I ant glad to bo 
home again." 'With these words on his 
lips John Alexander Dowie, the deposed 
leader of the Christian Catholic church 
ii America, this afternoon stepped 
within the portals of Shiloh house, thus 
completing his much-heralded entry into 
Zion City after an absence .of several 
months, during which time he had been 
deserted by a large part of his follow- 
ers and had been stripped of all eccles- 
iastical authority. 

Mrs. Dowie, the wife of the "First 
Apostle" met him at the door of Shiloh 
house and gave him a hearty welcome. 
Dowie's return to Zion City was void of 
all pomp and ceremony. Only a hand- 
ful of people were at the station to 
greet him and the majority of these 
were 'women. 

Dowie left the Auditorium annex 
where he had been stopping since his re- 
turn from Mexico, .shorty after 1 
o'clock. He was driven to the North- 
western station where a private ear had 
been attached to the regular - o'clock 
train ou that road, llevas accompan- 
ied by several of his personal atten- 
dants. The train bearing Dowie and his 
party arrived at Zion City at y:45 p. m. 
About ToO people, the majority of whom 
were women, wore gathered at the sta- 
tion to meet the "First Apostle." As 
Dowie alighted from the train he was 
greeted by shouts of "Peace to Thee." 

He responded with the customary 
"Peace to Thee multiplied." 

Bain which had been threatening for 
some time then began to fall nnd the 
crowd with one accord began to sing 
"Showers of Blessing." 

Under the' shelter of an Umbrella held 
by an attendant, Dowie made his -way 
lo a carriage which was waiting. Upon 
reaching the door of the carriage ho 
turned and facing the assembled peo- 
ple made a short address. 

"With all my heart 1. tfesire to thank 
you for your kind greeting," he said. "It 
is not tilting that I, should speak at 
length at this time. 1 regret tnat tho 
afternoon is so showery. I shall hope 
to meet you all at our morning sacrifice 
meeting foi« praise and prayer nfc IhuO 
o'clock and again in the afternoon at 2 
o'clock." 

"Bock" Dowie then mtoted a stanza 
front the hymn "1 iStarid on Zi'oii's 
mount." ' Then he cried: "Stand firm 
then, rock of my salvation." 

"1 have done nothing since I saw your 
faces," he continued, "of which to be 
ashamed. .Not one. of the accusations 
made against me is true, not one. God 
bless you. Now 1 bid you good bye. 
Peace to Thee." 

He then entered his carriage and was 
driven to Shiloh house. A meeting was 
held tonight. In an address Voliva not 
only denounced Dowie, hut Mrs. Dowio 
as well. He said "1 dc not propose lo 
permit any sinner in tins movement to 
escape. Do not think that Dowie -is 
the only one to be called to account. An- 
other one is Mrs. Jane Dowie. If she 
thinks she is going to stand before this 
people without confessing her sins, she 
is greatly mistaken. In some respects 
she is as great a sinner as Dowie. She 
is on his side tonight and always has 
been. The Inst in her heart for gold is 
as great as in his. I say the whole Dowio 
family must be swept off the earth." 

This statement was roundly npplaud- 

Continuing Voliva said: "For years 
that family has sucked tho blood out 
nt this people to satisfy their lust for 
line clothes in order to make a showing.

THE PAVEMENT PROBLEM. 

Report By City Engineer On Value of 
a Creosoting Plant. 

Al a recent meeting of the city coun- 
cil, a resolution was introduced by A'd. 
Vincent to the effect that (he city shOU'd 
purchase a creosoting plant with wbich to 
treat the wooden blocks used for street 
paving. Following this resolution City 
Engineer Topp has made an Inspection 
of a .plant in Seattle now in operation 
and from his observations it is doing all 
Unit is required of it. The difficulty 
before the aldermen, however, is the 
fact Unit it will take close on lo three 
months to construct the plant and by 
this time the greater .part of the line 
iweatuer will he over which will pre- 
vent carrying out an extensive street 
paving programme. The work outlined 
was expected to cover ithe greater part 
of two years, hut with this delay it is 
now understood that it will take a!l 
of that time and probably more to com- 
plete the work. 

That the plant does good work is eas- 
ily seen by tho sample block brought 
rrom Seattle by Engineer Topp. it 's 
treated entirely through the block and 
not a particle has escaped the creosote 
Scientific men unite on the .-stand ithnt 
once a block is trealeil in Ibis manner 
that it will make the best pavement of 
anvthing that has ever been * ried. 

The wood block .pavement has been 
taken up all over' (he world and in giv- 
ing his opinion on the question Engineer 
Baulnois of Liverpool, Eng., says that 
il is the most durable. 

It is very moderate in cost: is easily 
cleansed aiid radiates very little if any 
heal. A test of pavements was recently 
made in Baltimore where agents for 
different styles of street paving were in- 
vited to pave n certain portion of a 
street. The entire street was done in 
ail different styles and after live years 
wear and tear, ithe wood 'blocks were 
found to have worn the least or to 
quote the words of the inspector "The 
wood block strip showed absolutely no 
wear and not a block was out of posi- 
tion. ' 

The latest convert lo wood block 
pavement is Winnipeg and thait city his 
decided that it is the best. 'Phis is only 
after the blocks have been properly 
treated however, ami if Victoria se- 
cures one of these plants she will be 
right up lo date when it comes 1o pav- 
ing, it is oxpectcd that tho result of 
the inspection made by Engineer Topp 
will be presented to the street sewers 
and bridges committee when tho mat- 
tor will he thoroughly gone into.

Governor Mead Addresses Clergy- 
men Present Including 
Victorians. 



The International Clerlcus held at 
Seatue, and attended by Ills lordship, 
jjsuiop Perrln, Kev. Canon Beaniaiuis, 
and btner Anglican clergymen or Vic- 
toria und vicinity, came to an end 
at Seattle on i-'riuuy nignt with a mass 
meeting neld at the Grand Opera 
nouse, uttuiiaed by tully ^.uuu persons. 

Tne evening's programme opened 
wtttt a twenty minutes' concert by tne 
United States naval band, noin Brem- 
erton, alter whicn addresses were mane 
by Uov. Albert K Mead, Kt. Kev. L. H. 
Wells, bisnup of bpokane; Mr, John 
W. \t ood, secretary of tne episcopal 
cnurcit, and Kev. H. A. Hulse. Inter- 
spersing tlte speakers was liie render- 
ing of uymns by a cnorus of luU voices, 
accompanied by ttie United States 
naval band. 

Alter opening the meeting with 
prayer, Bisnop Keator introduced Gov. 
Mead as the principal speaker, who 
said in part: 

'•Wnen we have with us noted 
divines from not only this and sur- 
rounding states, but lrom British .Col- 
umbia as well, a demonstration of such 
character as this truly obliterates all 
state and international lines, lor we 
meet as one people interested m the 
upbuilding of society, the advance- 
ment of education and making of 
greater and grander lives. 

"The history of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church in Washington closely 
parallels that uf the state itself, ft 
was in 1853 that the general conven- 
tion of tne cnurch created the mis- 
sionary jurisdiction of Oregon and 
Washington, and that Thomas' Field- 
ing .Scott, of the dloeese of Georgia, 
was consecrated first bishop of the 
new field. It was also in 1S53 that 
Washington came into being as a sep- 
arate political organization. Then the 
Kooky mountains formed the eastern 
boundary of the territory, und also 
formed the eastern boundary of Bisnop 
iSoott's jurisdiction. 

"But even before 1S53 the church 
was in this old Oregon country. As 
early as 1S17 Kev. at. M. FacKler, a 
priest of the Protestant Kplseopal 
church, crossed the plains, and we 
have record that he held services in 
tne then Oregon territory, of which we 
were a. part, in 1X4S. To go further 
buck, it is fair lo assume that at 
least lay services were held occasion- 
ally at Hudson Bay posts during the 
Hudson Bay company's control of this 
region, long prior to 1853. Many of the 
olhcers of the company were members 
of the established church of England. 
We know that James Douglas, later Sir 
James Douglas, factor in the early 
days at several of the posts, was a 
member of the Anglican communion. 
Incidentally he was a pretty good 
American, too, for all bis later knight- 
hood and high position In the British 
empire, for in 1845, wnen he was liv- 
ing at Fort Vancouver, he was one of 
the county commissioners of the 
county just erected by the Oregon 
provisional government and embracing 
all of the Oregon country north of the 
Columbia river."

TWO VIEWS OF SOCIALISM. 

We printed on .Wednesday an article 
pn Socialism from the pen of Count Leo 
ffolstoy, a social reformer. We fpniblish 
another tins morning from the capital- 
istic point of view, s Both arc extremely 
Interesting. 

Tho views of the great Russian writer 
lira the more interesting, from the posi- 
tion he occupies in the literary world 
and in the field of sociology. It is very 
difficult to give deiiuitciiess to his 
(theories on society. They might he 
idescrihed as Christian Nihilism, if we 
could justify such a classification. 
Count Tolstoy's later mental attitude 
is the result of development in an en- 
vironment of conditions which, living 
as we do in an atmosphere of political 
and Bocia! liberty, we can scarcely com- 
prehend. His theories, if carried into 
effect, -would be dcstiuctive of most of 
our (recognized institutions — kingly pow- 
er, stale, church, judiciary, jury, army, 
even marriage; and at the same time 
ibis general tendency is pence and love 
towards his fellow man — even to tho 
extreme of non-resistance. He is almost 
la literulist in regard to the teachings 
|c>£ the New Testament, though his gos- 
pel is largely a reconstruction of what 
fwa commonly understand as the doe- 
itrincs of Our Saviour. He idealizes 
Qabor — manual, everyday labor — as the 
it r no condition of every man, and lias 
treduccd his own standards to tlie most 
teevere form of the simple life — to the 
simplicity and rigor of tlie peasant. In 
fcuany, many ways he, therefore, rcprc- 
scnts the extreme of socialistic views; 

Keenly analytical and profound in his 
(diagnosis of tho social situation, he lias 
tperceived some of the (fallacies which 
Jio ftt the 'bottom of tlie recognized 
jeociaiistic 'propaganda. State socialism 
Is one of the most beautiful of theories. 
(Bellamy, in his "Looking Backward" did 
fcnuch to popularize it among those who 
}Diily theorize superficially on such sub- 
Sects, and to give a certain definitcness 
In the mind* of those who were scek- 
jing a favorable practical solution of the 
.question. He ' presents a very pretty 
ipictura of tho human race as a happy 
(family, and is scarcely less logical than 
Henry 'George himself. We are all look- 
ing forward for a millennial for the 
■world nt some stage of its history. We 
all 'have ideals, and we all dream 
dreams. Bellamy dreamed a beautiful 
dream, and very largely shaped the 
ideals of popular socialism of the day. 
Count Tolstoy makes this statement, 
/which' seems to express pretty clearly 
present aims: 

"Tho socialistic, idea is that the work- 
ers, having 'bccine master's of all the 
(means o>f ipyoduclion, are to obtain all 
the comforts and pleasures now pos- 
sessed toy well-to-do people. They will 
till ,bo well clothed anil housed and well 
nourished and will all walk on eloc- 
tricnlly-liehted HSpbalted Streets, and 



frequent concerts and theatres and read 
papers and books and ride in automo- 
biles, etc," . ' 



•Commenting upon the premises which 
he has established. Count. Tolstoy pro- 
ceeds calmly hut kindly to dissert ttlie 
programme. Assuming Hint the produc- 
tion and attainment of all these arc 
possible, the question arises as to who 
is to decide how the production is to 
be apportioned, how long each imnn and 
woman is to work, how much of each 
article is required, and what articles 
are to be .'.'considered necessary and 
what unnecessary. It must be kept in 
mind that in n state of socialism the 
state controls the production and con- 
sequently regulates it to the minutest 
detail, and it must also bo remembered 
that t lie considerations of supply and 
demand, such as we have it in a com- 
petitive, system of affairs, are entirely 
eliminated. Somebody must pick and 
choose for the entire Community. 

in any civilized community anywhere 
in the world there is a variety of tastes. 
Some are fonder of clothes than others, 
somo like bright and spectacular goods 
(for wear, and some like wearing ma- 
terial which is quiet and subdued in 
colors, and so on. Some believe in sim- 
plicity of attire and living'. Others, like 
the peacock, love to sport pray- feathers. 
These are instincts of the human breast, 
just as somo persons love to sing and 
others to paint, and others to hunt for 
bugs and ibuttorfiies, and others to cul- 
tivate a garden. Where there is no sys- 
tem of natural supply 'for the demands 
created hy human taste and occupation, 
as under conditions of (free competition, 
a line must be drawn somewhere in or- 
der to determine what are things which 
the state should undertake to produce 
and in what quantities. Consequently, 
we can quite understand that in »<! 
realm of state socialism the principal 
issues of politics would be the articles 
that should -be worn and used and con- 
sumed — whether knickerbockers, or 
cigarette cases, or automobiles, or shirt 
waists, or tobacco, or whiskey, or any 
other commodity should be supplied by 
the state. 

Some people do not 'believe in tea or 
coffee or stimulants of any kind. V 
great many others do. Therefore, it. 
would dopend very largely whether the 
stimulant or anti-stimulant party were 
in .power as to \trheitier these things 
would be produced or not. So we can 
readily understand that the vital issues 
of "wants" and "don't wants" would 
extend all the way down the line, into 
.the smaHest .affairs of living. Once 
begin to discriminate and there is no 
end to it. Kvery man in tlie community 
has tho right to express his likes and 
his dislikes, and if there are enough of 
"dislikes" it means, under a system of 
representative government by 'the ma- 
jority, that the things which the -minor- 
ity likes must go: How arc the miffority 
to he made to participate in the pro- 
duction of the articles which they think 
harmful, is the question which Count 
Tolstoy asks.

"And then comes another question in- 
soluble witli tree workmen — which men 
are to do which work'.' Evidently all 
will prefer hay-making or drawing to 
stoking, or cesspool-cleaning. How, in 
approaching the work, arc people to !»' 
induced to agree?" 

No statistics, he states truly, can an- 
swer these questions. How are we lo 
divide labor up in such a way that: all 
the requirements of society ✓are satis- 
fied'; 1 Muse there not ibe an arbitrary 
and oppressive use of power in order to 
make the man, who might prefer black- 
smithing^ dig ditches? .\t the present 
time the law of necessity compels a 
man to do something to provide himself 
with a living. If lie cannot find employ- 
ment in his own aptitude, he must try 
the next best thing; but, speaking in 
a general way, he has the opportunity 
to find his own niche. Natural demand 
for 'production and special skill in their 
'production regulate employment. With 
a state regulated production, everything 
is arbitrary. A man can wear or eat 
or use only what the state decides to 
'produce. Either sonic men will lie 
obliged to be engaged in employment 
that is more distasteful and more labori 
ous than others, which destroys the 
equality and "equal opportunities" of 
the system, or otherwise everybody will 
bo obliged to do all kinds of work in 
turn. Obviously, such a division of labor 
would tend to minimize the. efficiency, .of 
work. No man can do all things well. 
The majority of people can do only one 
thing well. Ergo, under a system (if 
working by I urn, all things would be 
done 'badly, and many things would 
cease to 'ho done at all. 

Tolstoy observes: 

"Rohertus says that communal divis- 
ion of labor united mankind. That, is 
true, but. i| is only free division, such as 
people voluntarily adopt. 

"if people decide to make a road ami 
one digs, another 'brings stones, a third 
'breaks tlicm) etc., that, sort of division 
of work united the people. 

"But if, independently of tlie wishes 
and .sometimes against tlie wishes of the 
workers, a military railroad is built, or 
an Jiifcl tower, and one man is com- 
pelled to obtain iron, another to dig 

coal, a third to make castings, a fourth 
to cut down trees and a fifth lo saw 
them up, without even having the leasl 
idea what the things (hoy are making 
are wauled for, .then Mich division of 
labor not only does not unite) men, ii 
divides them. 

"To Biipposo that with WMutnunallzcd 
nicans of production there will 'In- such 
an abundance of things as is now pro- 
Itlccd by compulsory division of labor is 
ike supposing I hat after the emancipa- 
tion of serfs tho domestic orchestras 



Tolstoy's view of the 
capitalist's view. His 
ophcr's. Olio capitalist's view is re- 
ferred to elsewhere in an article taken 
from tlie Literary Digest. In this a-M'"- 
Parry, who is president of the Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of the United 
States, in the guise of the novelist, a I.t 
doles Verne or Bellamy, imagines a 
condition in which the socialist idea lias 
been fully developed and prevails to 
the exclusion of all other economic' ideas. 
To his mind it means a condition of 
absolute uniformity and a form of slav- 
ery that is detestable. -V 1 1 individual- 
ism is' necessarily repressed. There can 
be no .'enthusiasm or idealizing on the 
part of the person apart from the com- 
munity. Kvery man becomes a fixed 
cog in a wheel. He is not even known 
■by a name, but by a number. He is 
completely merged into tlie body polilie. 
All energy, ambition and ability of a 
special form are discouraged and pen- 
alized. All form of reward is elim- 
inated. Charity, sympathy, self-sacrifice 
are gone. The lights and shadows or 
life do not exist. It. is all shadow or 
all burning sun. The pains and sor- 
rows and hopes and elations which give 
spice to life are entirely iibsent. Our 
possessions, our sensations, our pleas- 
ures, our prizes are only enjoyable by 
contrast. Our "downs" make tlie "lips" 
Imoro agreeable; the dark shadows 
make the sunlight the more glorious; 
our pains make our pleasures the more 
delightful; our ill-health causes our good 
health to be the more appreciated; it' 
I hero were .no positive bad there could 
be no positive good; if there were no 
ugliness there could 'be no 'beauty; if 
there were no sinners there would be 
no saints. As 'human .beings we can 
only conceive of things relativesly. This 
is true of dimension, color and every 
other attribute el" substance. Place a 
tall man and a short man side by side 
and you make the tall man look tailor 
and the small man look smaller than 
he really is, or as you conceive of him 
.by 'himself: ..... %i '. 

So if you take out of the world the 
inequalities, the contrasts, the tragedy, 
the struggle for existence and all the. 
rest we complain of, you take away 
niueh that makes life worth living. A 
dead, uniform, monotonous existence, 
without, ups or downs, loves or hates, 
dark hours and joyous ones would be 
very 'hell itself. Sti the author of "The 
Scarlet Empire," in tlie hook in which

Quite recently 11 was dis- 
covered that an aunt of the claimant 
was allvo on the date of Mr. Rcllly's 
death, and would have been the next- 
of-kin. The aunt died Intestate and 
without Issue and Mrs. Crawley, who 
was in poor circumstances, took out 
letters of administration. The Crown 
has handed her the money. 

Canadian despatches received a year 
ago contained the Intelligence that a 
Mrs. Madden, of Cote St. Paul, a su- 
burb of Montreal, had received in- 
formation from Australia to the effect 
that she and another sister were sole 
heiresses to an estate worth £:i00,000 
loft by their uncle, Mr. Michael Con- 
Ian, formerly of Roscommon, Ireland, 
who recently died In Australia. Mrs. 
Madden, who Is the wife of a :;tonc r 
mason, was formerly a Miss Conlan, 
and emigrated to Canada from Ros-

IN novels people are often made to 
pick up fortunes out of a chance 
newspaper advertisement, and the 
incident is dismissed by the reader as 
growing out of the author's imagination. 
What should cause surprise is that 
not only arc fortunes thus obtained, 
but that millions of pounds sterling are 
held in trust by government and other 
departments which are due to persons 
who have dropped out of sight, or for 
some reason fail to claim what is legal- 
ly their own. Yet in some Instances 
officials and others succeed in tracing 
the missing heirs, and fortunes o£ more 
or less value are literally thrust upon 
the lucky ones. 

Only last week a tailor's cutter resid- 
ing in Vienna received information 
through the American consulate that 
his uncle had died in, America leaving 
him a fortune of not less than 
•100,000. The, uncle, it appears, emi- 
grated to New York; where he bought, 
forest land,- and afterwards became 
o-.vi'.er of a gold mine, from which he 
accrued his fabulous, wealth. His 
nephew was his sole heir. 

An old man,:. ' apparently poverty- 
stricken, was foupd dead In bed last 
year. The police, 'on taking charge ot 
two trunks which, so far as was 
known, were ail the deceased man pos- 
sessed, found enclosed 

Securities Worth £80,000 
and a bank book- showing a deposit of 
£ 17,000. There w:as also a will ap- 
pointing an executor, with directions 
for him to hand over the £97.000 to 
the testator's sister, who resided ia 
Dunfermline, Scotland, and who was 
entirely ignorant of her brother's 
wealth. 

In IS8S a Sheffield joiner named 
Platts received news of a large fortune 
due to his wife. Many years ago Mrs. 
Plntts' uncle left England and went to 
California. There he Invested his sav- 
ings In the purchase of land, which be- 
came very valuable, for much of it 
was built on. He died without mak- 
ing a will, and as he was unmarried 
his relatives were advertised for. 
Eventuallv some of them wero found 
at Birkenhead, and Mrs. Piatt at Shef- 
field. The value of the estate was es- 
timated at £ 1,000,000. 

A pleasant surprise in the shape of 
a windfall befel Thomas McGuinness, 
an old man who lived at a colliery In 
Durham a few years ago. McGuinness 
received a letter from a firm of Sun- 
derland solicitors enclosing a copy ot 
a letter with documents received from 
their New York agents, by which it 
appeared that he and his brother wero 
entitled to share in a sum of £1,000. 
The money was left by William Mc- 
Guiness, their brother, who emigrated 



to New York, where he died about 
twenty-live years ago. The testatoi 
left his property to ills wife, and on 
her death it was to be equally divided 
among his brothers. Edward McGuin- 
ness, who shared the money, was a 
mason's laborer. / 

Mr. Alexander Forbes, of Aberdeen, 
was bequeathed 

£500 and a Mannificent Medal 
for a life-saving act performed a long 
time since. "While on a voyage from 
Australia to England, Forbes jumped 
overboard and saved the life of a Mrs. 
Macintosh. Mr. Forbes was traced by 
an advertisement In a newspaper. 

The mysterious disappearance, in 
18S8, of a journeyman printer at Ver- 
sailles, who awoke one morning to 
learn, that he was the happy posses- 
sor of a million sterling, bequeathed 
to him by an old gentleman whose life 
he had saved many years before, was 
the subject of considerable Speculation, 
It transpired that besides the legatee's 
relatives and acquaintances, there were 
many persons who took the deepest 
interest In his fate. For on the 
strength of the windfall, the journey- 
man printer had borrowed considerable 
sums of money, respecting which the 
minds of the lenders were greatly ex- 
ercised. The judicial authorities wero 
communicated with on the subject, 
witli the result that diligent search was 
made for the missing man without I 
success. Various theories prevailed as ; 
to the disappearance of the lucky leg- i 
alee, the most popular being that the 
bank notes and gold he carried about] 
with him

The bill introduced by a southern 
congressman providing tor the luting 
of tne duty ot $2 per tnousaud from 
British (JoiUmola lumo'er tor tno pur- 
pose of insuring a sumcicnt supply tor 
me re-buuumg of faun 1'iancisco has 
aroused uie opposition of Northwest- 
ern lumbermen, wno consider tnat 
Washington ana Oregon can supply 
all the lumber necessary in tho re- 
building operations, says tne Seattle 
Post-lutelligencei'. 

Secretary Victor II. Beckman, of tho 
Pacific Lumber Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation, yesterday wired E. u. Griggs, 
of Tacoma, president of the associa- 
tion, asking nlm to send in a protest 
to Washington against tne passage ot 
the bill, 

Mr. Beckman also received from E. 
P. Sheldon, secretary of the Oregon 
Pine- Manufacturers; association, a 
letter telling mm of a telegraphic pro- 
test made t>y tne Oregon association 
to Oregon's representation in congress 
against the act. 

"There is no use in Hooding the 
country with British Columbia lum- 
ber," said Mr. Becicinan. "J iio mills oi 
Oregon and Washington can take care 
of all the San Francisco ucniaiul wita- 
out Inviting the competition of for- 
eign lumber." ^ 

Mr. Beckman also directed attention! 
to tne fact ttiat tne Washington lum- | 
bermen have made no advances in 
prices as a consequence of the San 
t'ranctsco disaster. So far as can be 
learned, the bulk of the lumber stored 
in tne yards at San Francisco has been 
s_veu. The yards of the Paget Mill 
uumDer company and the E. K. Wood 
Lumber company arc known to be I 
safe.

"IF IT'S CORRECT, WE HAVE IT.' 
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JUST now the apple trees are In full 
bloom on Vancouver Island, and 
it Is one of the prettiest of pic- 
tures that Is made by the neat little 
dwellings of the fruit-growers as tlfey 
snuggle among the fragrant blossoms 
of the orchard. Beauty and utility are 
thus admirably combined, and what 
prettier sight can there be than that 
which greets the visitor in the autumn 
when the trees are hanging with rosy- 
cheeked fruit In an artistic setting of 
green. Truly the lot of the horticul- 
turist must be a "nappy one. 

Frultvale is one of the gayest of the 
beauty spots on the Saanich peninsula. 
Alongside the Bonnie Brae orchard 
mentioned last week, is the twenty- 
acre plot owned by the Tanner Bros., 
one of whom is member of the provin- 
cial parliament for the Saanich district. 
Three acres of the ranch is planted to 
strawberries and no less than ten acres 
will be in orchard by next autumn, nine 
acres to apples and one to prunes. 

The later varieties of apples have 
been planted in the past but now they 
are turning their attention to the early 
sorts such as Wealthy and Duchess of 
Oldenburg. In planting young trees 
the same care should be taken in the 
selection as with young slock. A dairy- 
man chooses calves only from well- 
known milkers lu order to enhance the 
chances of getting the very best milk- 
ers for his herd. The' same rule should 
apply to choosing apple trees. Buds 
or grafts should be. taken opiy from 
trees that bear well and are perfectly 
healthy. This is one reason why fruit- 
growers often like to bud their own 
trees. By always selecting carefully 
they eventually secure a strain that 
can be depended on to give profitable 
crops. 

lu this orchard young trees were no- 
ticed planted among the strawberry 
plants. They do well for the Ilrst three 
years In this way and the strawberry 
yield is scarcely lessened a pound. At 
tho end of that time the strawberries

the trees. Of course when the trees 
get nearly full grown nothing must be j 
planted between the rows, as every bit j 
of nourishment and moisture is needed 
for the apples. 

For several years the Tanners have 
experimented with about forty varie- 
ties of English strawberries;, but they , 
have proved tlioin to be comparatively | 
worthless compared with domestic va- 
rieties such as Magoon and Sharpless. 
Of these two the Magoon has proved 
to be the best. 

An ucre of Loganberles are trained 
on one wire with posts twenty teet 
apart. They are tied up to this wire 
in such a way as to make a fan-shaped 
bush. The advantage in growing the 
loganberry is the fact that there Is 
no off year as with the strawberry. 
Once the trees are planted they will 
live and bear for an Indefinite period, 
thus ensuring a crop every year. The 
market for this fruit is not yet very 
stable as tho public have not yet been 
educated to ask for this luscious berry. 
Everywhere where it has been Intro- 
duced it has been received favorably. 
As Is generally known it Is a cross be- 
tween the raspberry and the black- 
berry. It is not as insipid as the latter 
and is a much tinner and more appe- 
tizing berry than the former. A crop 
of grain was at the time of my visit 
being sown between the rows to bo 
plowed In later for fertilization pur- 
poses. 

A. E. Gale has sixty-four acres ad- 
joining the Tanner Bros., between 
thirty-five and forty of which is clear- 
ed. Formerly he did a good deal of 
dairying, but he is now planting much 
larger orchards, and will sell hay and 
breed hogs. The hogs, he thinks, pay 
well. Little pigs sell at about $2.7S 
each when from six weeks to lyt-i 
months old. 

Mr. Gale has three acres already in 
strawberries and Is this spring plant- 
ing another three-quarters of an acre. 
In 1004 he took live and a quarter tons 
of berries from three-quarters of an 
acre planted with eight thousand 
plants. Last year the crop was poor 
on account of the late frost, yet he took 
six tons off two and a half acres. The 
crop even In bad years Is never a fail- 
ure. The plants were damaged this 
year by the frost but have largely re- 
covered and promise well. 

He has between four and five hun- 
dred trees, mostly apples, planted with 
the rows twenty-seven feet apart and 
the trees twenty-two and a half feet 
opart in the row::. This method of 
planting gives about fifty trees to the 
acre, lake his neighbors he has too 
many different varieties of apples. He 
advises beginners to plant only a few 
sorts and those the best, never less 
than fifty of a sort. Gravenstelns and 
Kings he likes best. Ho thinks them 
better suited to their district than the 
Wealthy. 

The prune orchard Is not yet In hear- 
ing. Ilo says the Columbia plum will 
hear within four years of planting if 
one year trees are used. This plum is 
firm and of good flavor. 

Mr. Galo thlrdta there, will be money 
made at fruit-growing, but farmers 
should sell their own produce, Instead 
of doing business through a. commis- 
sion house, "This country," said ho, 
"is a paradise compared with Dakota, 
where l lived previous to coming hern. 
There Is no country In the world like 
this."

small holders have bought small hold- 
ings in the vicinity of Frultvale. A 
large tract belonging to T. W. Pater- 
sou has been about all sold in this way. 
Robert Clark was offered $5,000 for his 
fifty acres, only twelve of which was 
cleared. Very little of the land is On 
the market as the owners realize that 
they have a good thing. 

Among the other fruit-growers are' 
Mr. MeCaskell, who has twelve acres,! 
largely in orchard; and B. H, Kllpat- 
rick and his brother have 100 acres 
each, which they are having partly j 
cleared previous to moving on to it-, j 
The settlement has a dally mall and a ! 
telephone connection at the post office.: 
which Is kept by Frank Young. Mr. \ 
Young has twenty-two acres, eight to 
ten of which Is cleared. For this he j 
was lately offered $2,500, but refused it. 

More clearing is being done at Fruit- 
vale than in any district yet visited. 
Very soon the large valley will be a 
mass of orchard from one end to the 
other. There are many other distrltcs 
equally suitable for this industry. Ob- 
ject lessons like that at Frultvale Im- 
pel people to look around them and 
realize what opportunities there are 
within reach if only they will grasp 
them. There Is no good reason why j 
the Victoria district should not be the 
greatest orchard In the West, raising 
fruit, the quality of which cannot be 
equalled.

CAPT. MclNTYRE KILLED. 

Mariner Well Known In Victoria 
Among Victims of 'Frisco Disaster. 

Gaipt. James Mclntyre, a native or 
Port: Townsend, and one of the best: 
known steamship masters on the Sound 
and Pacific coast, was killed as a result 
of. the earthquake and tire at San Fran- 
cisco. The news of Capt. Mclntyre's 
death came to friends in this city 
through a despatch from Edward Stev- 
enson of San Francisco to .Mrs. Serbia 
.Mclntyre, mother of the dead sea cap- 
tain, resident at Port Townsend. 

Capt. Mclntyre was OS years of age. 
He was born in Port Tow nsenil and 
had followed tlie sea all his life until 
after the wreck of the ill-fated South 
Portland. Since that time dpt. Mt- 
Intyre has been employed otherwise and 
toi the past sixteen months was en- 
gaged as night superintendent or the 
San Francisco gas works. Xo details 
were received of the captain's death 
ibut it is thought he lost bis lire in the 
explosion of the works which occurred 
when the fire devastated that section of 
the city. Besides his mother. Caipt. Mc- 
lntyre leaves two sisters, Mrs. Steven- 
son and Mrs. .Max Bevy of Port Town- 
send and three brothers. 

The bile Capt. Mclntyre was the son 
or Capt. Mclntyre who losHiis life when 
the steamer Bristol foundered some years 
ago after sinking a rock at Green isl- 
and, carrying Capt. Mclntyre, Capt. 
Roberts, a Victoria pilot, and six oth- 
ers to death.

N May 15th Madame Albanl. 
assisted by some notable mu- 
sicians, will give a concert 
at the Victoria Theatre. Music 
lovers are looking forward to 
the performance, the farewell of tho 
famous Canadian singer. Madame Al- 
banl (Marie Louise Ceoile Emma La- 
jeunesse) was born at Chambley, Que., 
November 1st, 1SS2. She commenced 
to sing at the early age of four years, 
and from then until eight years old 
studied classical music as thoroughly 
as it was possible for any child to do. 
At eight she played Beethoven's son- 
atas, and compositions of Mozart, 
Haydn and Handel. Her gift of read- 
ing music at sight was Inborn. Her 
Instruments were the violin, harp, 
piano and organ. She received her 
early training as a child from her 
father, Joseph Lajeunesse, who died in 
1004; Her lirst public appearance oc- 
curred in the Mechanics' Hall, Mon- 
treal, when but eight years of age. A 
few years later she toured the Can- 
adian provinces with her sister, reap- 
ing many laurels wherever she went. 
ln'lSGK she was appointed first soprano 
and soloist in the choir of St Joseph's 
Roman Catholic Cathedral at Albany, 
Ni Y., when but fourteen years of age. 

Her first European master was Du- 
prez for singing, and Benolst for har- 
mony, In Paris. France. Her final stu- 
dies" were with Lampertl at Milan, 
Italy. Her debut took place at Mess- 
ina, in Bellini's opera "La Somnam- 
btlla," April 2nd L872. 

It was her singing master Lampertl 
who gave her the name Albanl, It be- 
ing the patronymic of an ancient and 
extinct. Italian family, and having no 
connection whatever with her Albany 
surroundings. 

Her operatic roles In grand opera in- 
clude "La Somnambula," "Mephisto- 
phele," "Lucia de Lammermoor," 
"Linda di Chamounise," "Faust," 
"Mlgnnu," "Hamlet," "I, a Traviata," 
"Rlgoletto," "Otello," "Flying Dutch- 
man,",'.' "Tannhauser," "Lohengrin," , 
"Tristan and Isolde," "Die Melster- 
singer," and others. Albani's oratorio 
roles embrace all the standard works, 
and she created the soprano roles in 
"Tho Martyr of Ahtloch," "The Golden 
Legend," "The Redemption," "The 
"Spectre's Bride," "Ruth," Stanford's 
"Requiem," Stanford's "Te Deum," 

The great prima donna's awards con- 
sist of the following medals and de- 
corations: "The Victoria Badge," "Tin? 
Jubilee Medal of 1SS7 with Clasp for 

Diamond Jubilee, rho Duke of Co- 
burg's medal for Art and Science," 
bracelet with portrait of the German 
Emperor, given by him to Madame 
Albanl at Berlin, "King of the Sand- 
wich Islands' Order," "King Edward's 
Order of Merit." "Medal of the Phil- 
harmonic, of Cheltenham, I'lio Dan- 
ish Order of Merit," ".Medal given by 



the Emperor of Germany," "Badge of 
Amateur Orchestral Society" of Lou- 
don, given by the late Duke of Edin- 
burgh, "The Beethoven Medal of the 
Royal Philharmonic of London," to- 
gether with twenty royal gifts received 
at different intervals from the late 
Queen Victoria. Of all the royal de- 
corations Albanl possesses, there is 
none perhaps she prizes more highly 
than her latest, the "Order of Merit for 
Science, Art and Literature." This she 
shares with but two other women, 
.Madame Melba and Miss Janotha. 

Mile. Eva Gauthler, who will be 
heard with Madame Albani, is a young 
French Canadian, born at Ottawa just 
twenty-two years ago. Her quick rise 
among the talented artists of the day 
is duo in part to the Interest taken hi 
her by Lady Laurier, who. attracted by 
the girl's very marked talent, sent her 
to Europe to study under the famous 
masters in Paris, and lately in London 
under William Shakespeare, who was 
himself a pupil of the great, Lampertl, 
Albani's teacher. Mile. Gauthler re- 
turns to tlie land of her birth after an 
absence of four years and will un- 
doubtedly win many triumphs during 
this historical farewell tour of the great 
prima donna. The Paris Figaro speaks 
of Eva Gauthler as a young and fair 
Canadian who, in tho melodies of Schu- 
mann, Massenet, and others of the well 
known composers, demonstrated her 
possession of a voice of phenomenal 
sweetness, and the ability to sing with 
intelligence. The Journal des Theatres 
et Concerts, Paris, affirms that this 
young contralto possesses a marvelous 
contralto voice, the lower notes being 
rich in volume and purity, and (o the 
highest degree surprising.. Mile (liiu- 
thler's masters in Paris were M. Bouhy 
and M. Duvournay. Madame Albani 
says: "Of all the young singers I have 
heard lately, Eva Gauthicr is by far 
the best." 

Mr. Archdeacon, the great English 
baritone, who won his spurs in grand 
opera at Covent Garden, London, is 
equally famous as an oratorio and con- 
cert singer, who has been in demand 
in all quarters of the globe. There are 
few baritones mi the other side who 
rank higher In the profession than Mr. 
Archdeacon. He Is the possessor of a 
real baritone voice of great power and 
exceptional quality which lie uses with 
an almost perfect method. But the 
charm In this great baritone's singing 
is the warmth and dramatic force of 
his renderings. 

Miss Verne, the great English pianist 
who is without doubt regarded as the 
best exponent of the classics In Britain 
today, Is no stranger to Canada, for 
she accompanied Mamame Albani on 
her tour of this country in 1903, Her 
playing at that time was one of the 
best features of the Albani concerts, 
but since then she has matured won- 
derfully and it Is indeed fortunate 



for musical Canada that Madame 

j ban! has been able to secure her ser- 
vices for her farewell tour of her na- 

! tlve laud. 

Haydn Wood, the violinist of tlie 
Albani farewell tour, is one of Great 

I Britain's foremost artists. Although 
very young, his success has from the 
very lirst been of the meteoric order. 
Mr. Wood gained a violin scholarship 
at the Royal College of Music in 1SUT, 
and studied with Senor Arbos for six 
years, proceeding to Brussels to finish 
with Cesar Thomson. In addition to. 

| being one of the lirst virtuosi in Lon- 
don, Mr. Wood Is favorably known to 
fame as a composer. Ills suite for or- 
chestra performed recently in London 
won for him the very highest praise.. 
Sir Villler Stanford was his master for 
composition, and being undoubtedly 
largely endowed with the gift of mel- 
ody as a composer, the violin playing 
of the composer-violinist should touch 
the heart-strings as few violinists can, 
when assisting at the farewell appear- 
ances of Madame Albanl.

London, April 14. 

TI1R stranger landing in London 
today, for the first time and ex- 
pecting to see. the city's tolling 
millions hurrying through its roaring 
streets, would rub his eyes in wonder, 
asking himself, "Can this be the mod- 
ern Babylon'.'" There is a Sabbath 
quiet in the streets, which are more 
than half deserted. Such transforma- 
tion does the bank holiday bring about! 
on the eve of Good Friday all busi- 
ness was suspended, and for live days 
most of London's workers will enjoy 
the luxury of Idleness and merrymak- 
ing. This year happily the weather 
for the Easter holidays lias been per- 
fect. The visitor today will And none 
of the proverbial city gloom and smoke, 
but sunny, cloudless skies. ThJb temp- 
tation to the Cockney to flee to the 
country has been, irresistible, and it is 
said the railways have carried away 
Jiealy a million holiday-makers to the 
seaside and other resorts.- There are 
no people anywhere who- have such a 
passionate love of the breezy country 
as these dwellers in the mean streets. 
They have been saving up for this out- 
ing for months, and away in the Welsh 
hills, in the Devonshire lanes, on the 
breezy Norfolk coast, and among the 
orchards of Kent, where the apple 
blossom in its glory suggests fairy- 
land, the London crowd are swarming, 
and London Is empty and very beauti- 
ful in its lonely grandeur. 

The Bishop or London Is to bo con- 
gratulated on the great success of his 
Good Friday services In tho London 
theatres and music halls. Yesterday, 
which was strictly observed as a holy 
day by those who had not left town, 
■was remarkable for tho number of its 
religious services and sacred concerts. 



By arrangement with the Bishop of 
London, several West End theatres and 
music halls were open for religious ser- 
vices of a missionary character, which 
attracted large congregations of people 
who do not usually cross tho church 
door. The Bishop has not spent years 
in the slums of the East End of Lon- 
don without acquiring an unusual 
knowledge of the common peoples and 
a lively sympathy with their daily life 
and Its cares. By his unconventional 
departure in pressing the places of 
amusements into the service of the 
church on Good Friday, he has dono 
much to bring the church into closer 
touch with the people. 
The Ancient Royal Charters, known as 
"Royal Maundy," were distributed with 
all the quaint ceremony at Westminster 
Abbey on Monday, when 65 old men 
and 65 old women received money al- 
lowances amounting to £5 Ss. ud. for 
each man, and :£i 10s. 5d. for each 
woman, all in new coins fresh from 
the mint. The procession of old rolks 
was accompanied by the Yeoman of 
the Guard and the clergy and chorist- 
ers. The scene attracted quite a crowd 
of strangers, including Americans, who 
at the close of the procession, bought 
the new coins from the recipients giv- 
ing hi some cases as much as £10 for 
a Bet. 

London clings affectionately to old- 
world Easter customs. Among these 
Is the gathering in the churchyard of 
St. Bartholomew's, Smithlleld, of 21 
aged, poor widows of the parish, who 
are invited In turn to stand on tho tomb 
of a benevolent parishpner who died 
centuries ago, and pick up one of tho 
sixpences deposited there every Good 
Friday. Yesterday the kindly Utile 
ceremonial was conducted by tin: 
parish churchwarden, as it. has been 
every yc.r since the old Saxon days. 
Saint Bartholomew's is perhaps the 
oldest church in London. It dates buck

about a thousand yep, Service is 
still held on the Sundays, but it is 
rarely visited except by strangers, 
mostly Americans, whose Intelligent, 
curiosity leads them to seek out every 
relic of old London. 

In the unromantic region of the Lon- 
don docks there was also a Good Fri- 
day observance which is most religi- 
ously maintained every year. Here 
the shrine Is not a church, but an 
ancient public house known for cen- 
turies as "The Widow's Son's Hot 
Cross? Bun." The tradition is that the 
landlady of the old house hud an only 
son who went away to sea on a Good 
Friday, and sent word he would come 
back on a Good Friday, and the good 
mother kept his hot cross bun for him, 
but he never came, and every year till 
her death she put a bun aside and 
then strung It up in the rafters. Her 
successors have kept up the practice, 
and a curious and thirsty crowd every 
Good Friday throngs the kitchen of the 
little ale house to see the string of 
shrivelled hot cross buns, and drink to 
the memory of the mother and her son. 

The American and colonial visitors 
to London this summer promise to In- 
vade the old city- in greater numbers 
than ever. I hear that a dozen of the 
most popular liners are booked ahead 
with a full complement of passengers. 
Usually Americans spend the first 
weeks of their European tour in Paris, 
as the Paris climate in the early sum- 
mer is better than ours, but this year 
the glorious sunshine and clear air in 
London are attracting quite a host of 
trans-Atlantic tourists to stay and ex- 
plore the wonders of our metropolis, 
which they say are more interesting 
than anything In Paris. The regular- 
ity and prettiness, the very perfection 
of Paris, palls upon the trans-Atlantic 
visitor, whereas the interest of Lon- 
don's varied life and especially its 
numberless relics of past times, Its 
dingiest antl most decayed works often 
excite the enthusiasm of Americans in 
a way which proved to us here that 
although the United States, is a so- 
called foreign nation, the Americans 
have not separated at all from the 
Anglo-Saxon home of their fathers. 
They are ;m Integral part of the An- 
glo-Saxon empire which no political 
Change can ever separate. Seeing the 
friendly enthusiasm for the Old Coun- 
try displayed in London every year f 
thousands of Americans tends to give 
a Siilisllod assurance to Britishers that 
political arrangements count for little 
hi preserving the unity of England and 
the colonics in comparison with that 
family relationship, it is this, per- 
haps, that causes the Englishmen to 
care so little for the political unity of 
tile Empire. Hi; knows that blood Is 
thicker Hum water. 

in addition to the extraordinary In- 
flux of American and Canadian visitors 
expected this summer, Loudon is pro- 
paring fur crowds to come from the 
continent. Tito entente cordlalo is lead- 
ing French people to explore England, 
hitherto Utile known to the middle 
class French tourist whom political 
misunderstanding kept away. Tito 
British committee for the study of 
French municipal Institutions is doing 

g ! work In promoting an entente bo- 

tween London and all the big conti- 
nental cities, and Ibis year arrange- 
ments have been made for an Inter- 
change of visits between British mu- 
nicipal authorities and those of France 
and Belgium ami Germany, A Ger- 
man entente will be tho result of tho 
visit of tho burgomasters of Berlin, 
Dresden and Cologne and oilier repre- 
sentative men of these cities, who will 
spend a weelt in London, ami visit oth- 
er parts of England next month. 

The Interchange of municipal visits 
suggests that colonial representatives 
of l he great provinces of Canada 
might witli advantage to Canada and 
to us, pay us visits In their capacity as 
representatives of British Columbia, or 
IS'ovit Scotia or Manitoba, The party 
of Toronto manufacturers who came 
over last year brought Canada nearer 
lo us than the chance touristsi usually 
do, lu England tho average man of 
business rarely even knows that Nova 
Scotia or British Columbia Is part of 
Canada, lint only one of Ihese far off 
territories which we vaguely designate 
"tlib colonies." The social; commercial 
ami natural characteristics of the Can- 
adian provinces which differ no widely, 
are not understood here as they should 
lie, and our knowledge of the various 
parts of the great North American con- 



tinent Is little more than a loose notion 
of Canada. 

Now that Parliament has adjourned 
for the Faster holidays matters of pub- 
lic interest are mostly suspended and 
indeed all the authorities of Loudon 
have slowed down, while the leading 
men are away. There Is nothing left 
but the echo of the great speech of 
Mr. Augustine Blrrell in introducing 
his Educational Bill and men of all par- 
ties agree in their warm appreciation 
of the new style of the statesman's 
utterance which the literary man has 
brought into the House of Commons. 
If the new bill survive- and prove a suc- 
cess, it will owe much to the line 
spirit of Mr. Bunch's speech, the tol- 
erant and genial and happy philosophic 
attitude of the mind which could take 
a detached view of tho situation and 
bring parliament to see it is the edu- 
cation of tho children and not their 
own religious differences which ought 
to occupy them as they come to con- 
sider Mr. Birrell's attempted solution 
of the education problem. Since the 
days of John Bright the House has 
rarely listened to a speech which had 
so much of literary charm and unaffect- 
ed simplicity of style as Mr| Birrell's 
His closing sentences In which he re- 
fered to having arranged and thought 
out his speech on the Saturday before 
in the Battersea park — a beautiful 
place where swarms of children seem- 
ed to be animated with the one desire 
to ascertain the time from me — have, 
greatly taken the public fancy, for they 
showed the man of culture and Imagi- 
nation and statesmanship, who saw 
nothing incongruous in the presence 
of the children, the Driest raw material 
in the world to be lit citizens to enable 
this beloved land of ours to be the puls- 
ing heart of a beneficent and freedom- 
loving Empire. To those who heard it 
the speech was a rare literary treat. It 
may be remarked that although this 
is a democratic, it is not a Philistine 
House of Commons. 

Most, moderate people are agreed 
that the Education Bill introduced by 
the Minister of Education la an honest 
and able attempt to compromise "the 
religious difficulty" which has been a 
stumbling block for generations in this 
I country. It will probably meet with 
no serious opposition in the House of 
Commons except from the Irish mem- 
bers, but the bishops and the peers are 
I almost certain lo force certain amend- 
ments. The great principle of the bill 
that there shall be no payment for 
schools out of the rates without public 
control are sure to triumph. At. pres- 
ent two-thirds of the elementary 
schools are under control of managers 
1 who arc not elected by the public. 
| These under the new bill will be co- 
ordinate with the county council 
schools, since .all arc to be provided 
lor alike out of the rates. Teachers 
will now be relieved of religious tests 
and the parson will no longer doniin- 
tito the school management, The church 
and school, which more than one-half 
of the children now attend, will bo 
taken over from the trustee's, a grant 
in aid equal to a capital sum of £20,- 
000,000 being provided for compensa- 
tion. The children may have religious 
instruction in all those schools on two 
days of the week out of school hours, 
but not by the stale-paid teachers. In 
schools where there is a population ex- 
ceeding G,000, (bore may be religious 
instruction on live days a week by the 
teachers, who shall ho paid by the de- 
nomination, but these extended facili- 
ties shall be granted only In places 
where four-fifths of the parents ask 
for them, in no ease shall denomina- 
tional teaching bo paid for by public 
money. In all schools, whether county 
council or church schools, there shall 
he simple Bible teaching— 'bu I no sec- 
tarian dogma, and even this shall not 
be compulsory upon tho child whose 
parent objects. If the sect, desire a 
final settlement now, and wen? agree- 
able lo give and take, Mr. Birrell's com- 
promise might lie HUfllclent. But the 
churches have a grievance In that they 
have to surrender their trust property 
in the school building"* where hereto- 
fore the same teachers combined tho 
secular and religion:! Iqachlhg, and un- 
der (lie bin the denominations must 
now provide their own religious teach- 
ers at their own expense on two days 
of the week, while In urban districts 
they must have the request of fnur- 
ftrths of tho parents seeking dnomlna- 
finnul education before they can em- 
ploy the school teachers to give re- 
ligious Instruction on live days of the 



week and this arrangement must be 
at the expense of the denomination. It 
Is believed the parents will not ask for 
it as they arc mostly satisfied with 
the "simple Bible teaching" of the 
county council schools. In the end, the 
churches see the abandonment of de- 
nominational teaching which they re- 
gard as unfair, especially to the Church 
of England, seeing that the non-con- 
formists in the "simple Bible teaching" 
will have ail the denominational teach- 
ing they want. To many who tire out- 
side the controversy it seems there can 
be no such. thing as undenominational 
teaching concerning religion, and that 
if we arc religious; enough we would 
respect each other's belief. Mr. George! 
Bernard Shaw, the literary philosopher 
and socialist, has been saying the man 
whom will not pay for his neighbor's 
religion ought to be sent to a desert 
island. And this is perhaps the tem- 
per of mind which is essential to ail 
lasting settlement of this religious! 
difficulty, only we have not as a peo- I 
pie advanced to that state of cultured 
toleration. 

The Archdeacon of London is afraid 
that extremists on both sides will go 
so far that I he government will bo 
I obliged to go in for secular education 
| purely, and he asks why cannot we 
| have tho Canadian plan and allow the 
I rates paid by church people and Ro- 
i man Catholics and Methodists and 
Jews, etc., to be allowed for the main- 
tenance of their own sectarian schools? 
When the debate Is resumed in parlia- 
ment after the holidays, we shall hear 
more of the "Canadian plan," and there 
is a feeling that a. settlement on similar 
lines may be agreed to by the govern- 
ment. 

The Daily Chronicle's special commis- 
sioner continuing his observations on 
the future of Canada, remarks this 
week on the vast increase of British 
immigrants from 10.000 in 1899 to 65.- 
000 in 11)05, expresses a doubt whether 
the preponderance of settlers from 
the Old Country is an advantage to 
Canada. Canada, he thinks, Is of ne- 
cessity getting a large number of town- 
bred British immigrants who are not 
physically fitted . for agricultural pur- 
suits In a. new country. The powerful 
country-bred foik from other European 
countries, especially Scandinavia, seem 
to be a superior class, and so also do 
the hardy and experienced fanners 
from the States. It is a. vain notion, 
he thinks, that Canada, will bo benefit- 
ed in the long run or that we can solve I 
pur "unemployed" problem by dump- I 
Ing our failures in Canada. Canada in 
the future- will be built up not by Brit- 
ish .seniors, but as the United Slates 
was built up by the strongest settlers! 
from all Hie European countries, and 
It may be the lido of emigration from I 
the United Slates of these tried and 
successful farmers of Dakota and Iowa | 

and Nebraska will do more to en'rioli 
Canadian life blood, than a. stream Ol 
enfeebled and characterless and inex- 
perienced town dwellers from England

practicable at tiio tracing point, the 
coating of sunt i.s made relatively thin 
and paper with a highly glazed surtace 
ts employed. The recording cylinder Is 
driven by clockwork at the rate of one 
revolution per hour, and the axis at 
one end is .so constructed as to shift 
the cylinder endwise as it revolves. The 
steel stylus therefore traces a spiral 
line on the drum, thus separating the 
successive portions of the record. 

The tracing index magnifies the 
movement of the earth about ten 
times. An electric high grade clock 
closes a circuit momentarily, once each 
minute, and causes a linger to mark a 
time stroke each minute on the trace. 

The above description lias been com- 
piled from the American Weather lie- 
view. The Bosehoinori seismograph 
at the weather Bureau, Washington, 
which registered tile great Han Fran- 
cisco earthquake, of which the above 
Is a trace, reports that the quake be- 
gan ut S hours, 19 minutes, 20' sec- 
onds, 75th meridian standard time. 
The stronger motion began at is. 25 a.m., 
that is about live minutes after tne 
ilrst imperceptible tremors. The re- 
cording pen was carried entirely off 
the record sheet by the violence of 
the motion from S.32 to S.35 a.m. Af- 
ter the latter time the motion gradual- 
ly diminished over a longer period of 
time, but did not entirely cease until 
about 12.35 p.m. The vibratory motion 
of the ground at Washington was 
really a comparatively slow and de- 
liberate motion, each back ami forth 
movement taking l!j to 2U seconds of 
time. Tlie largest movement of the. 
ground registered before the pen went 
off the sheet amounted to about four- 
tenths of an inch, or a to and fro 
movement nearly one-half inch in the 
surface of the earth In that city. 

it will be seen that the Washington 
instrument differs considerably trom 
the seismograph known as tiie Milne 
type, now hi use at Toronto and in 
Victoria and numerous other stations 
throughout the world. The Milne type 
records the movement of the horizon- 
tal pendulum on photographic paper 
which is duly passed by clockwork 
under the rays of light trom a lamp. 
1 hope shortly to reproduce the records 
of this typo of Instrument as they 
were obtained both in tills city and at 
Toronto.

OLD TIMER FROZEN TO DEATH. 

Kept a Diary In Which His Last En- 
tries Tell the Story. 

Erie E'rickspn, a native of Krlstian- 
sund, Norway; and an old tinier of the 
Koyukuk, was frozen to death on the 
trail between Bed Mountain and Berg- 
man, Alaska, about January lit 

He left Battles alone in early winter 
under a contract to cut wood above 
Bed Mountain for the steamers of the 
V. C. Co., but took in barely sufficient 
provisions to last him till the expira- 
tion of his work. 

The diary, which lie had kept up to 
the last day of his stay in the vvood- 
ctiopping camp, snows mat the exceed- 
ingly cold spell tiiat visited Alaska 
about that time had prevented his re- 
turn until forced by the want of food 
to hit tile trail. 

The two last entries are: 

"January 12 — Cold, about 50 below, 
If not more, My breath la cracking. 
Heavy wind blowing down river. 

"Twelve o'clock — 'i lie same, cold and 
clear. 

"hive o'clock — Clear, cold, and blow- 
ing like a son of a gun. Tomorrow i 
must go. after waiting thirteen days. 

"January 13 — Cold wind down tlie 
river. My breath is cracking. >.'o 
grub; All aboard for Bergman. 1 
think I'll get there."

to claim a plurality of all the tran-

What is the charm — the siren call of 
Egypt — that lias lured these thousands 
so far-away from home and friends 7 
it Is not climate, for wo have a better 
climate of our own. [f the traveler 
seeks merely ivarmth and sunshine, he 
can find them In Southern California', 
the West Indies or at Palm Beach. It 
Is not a genuine and deep-seated inter- 
est In ancient records, Inasmuch as 00 
per cent of the fresh arrivals from Am- 
erica do not know the difference be- 
tween a. cartouche and a scarab. I 
know, because 1 looked it up yester- 
day. It is not a snobbish desire to rub 
up against the patchouli and rice 
powder or European hot-house aristoc- 
racy, because nearly all of the Ameri- 
cans flock by themselves and make 
disparaging remarks about other na- 
tionalities! and vice versa. 

No doubt the one great reward of 
the persistent traveler Is to find new 
varieties of ids fellownian. Cairo is 
the pousse cafe of humanity — probably 
the most cosmopolitan city in the 

world. The guide bonks talk about 
rock tombs and mosques, but the trav- 
elers find their real enjoyment in the 
bazaars and along the crowded streets 
and on the sheer banks of tho Nile, 
which stand out as an animated pan- 
orama for hundreds of miles.

Why," I exclaimed, "1 thought 
every one? know the 'pleasures of dande- 
lion greens a« a spring dinner dish!" 

"And I," she retorted, "thought that 
every good housekeeper knew and used 
dandelion salads," 

I wonder if there are others who 
live where this prince of herbs abounds, 
who are as ill-informed as we two' were? 
Lest there may be some who are mis- 
sing dandelion opportunities,' 1 hasten 
to pass on those greens and the salad. 

h'or greens; gather the green leaves 
of tho dandelion plant, one long loaf at 
a time to avoid "looking over", for 
grass and clover (bits. Wash in salt 
and water, a few loaves at a time. Boil 
the leaves for three quarters of an hour 
with salt pork, corn beef, or bacon, 
which lias .been previously partly cook- 
ed, ltomove from tbe water when 
done, and drain through a colander. 
•Cut through and across with a silver 
knife, sprinkle peipper, and after dish- 
ing, add lumps of Gutter and lemon 
juice if liked. , ' x '

tuce. Wash and cut 'the leaves, add 
•minced onion or onion tops; add suit,

The Door Yard. 
Is there iu your yard an unsightly, 
cold or shaded corner where tilings ab- 
solutely refuse to grow, and tin caus 
love to congregate? 

Make a rockery there, and grow ferns 
and flowers that love the shade during 
the heat of summer days. Never mind 
the tin cans; use them for a foundation 
and cover them with earth. Over the 
•'mound there's started, pile rocks, big 
■grey ones with mossy sides set towards 
the front, and little ones to fill in spaces, 
with sharp rugged ones to give an ef- 
fect of rugged stony .bill side. At tho 
base of your rocky hill make a bed for 
pansics, They like a cool shady corner 
in which to grow their ibest and largest, 
blossoms. Ae the top of the mound 
hide amongst the rocks, a pail or larger 
pot, in which is growing an upright or 
a trailing fuchsia; another plant which 
grows well in the shade. From tho 
•woods collect a variety of ferns, takiri 
with each a generous portion or the soil 
about its roots, and after sundown set 
if in a crevice of your roockery. Trail': 
plant native vines and running plants 
such as the sween perfumed pink hare- 
bell, or sow the seeds of such jilunts 
as produce Blonder creeping stems, and 
small bright blossoms. Of course, if 
your rockery is in a .sunny spot, youi 
choice of flowering 'plants and vines ia 
almost unlimited ; but in the shade, ferns 
are almost tho inevitable choice; and 
kept moist the/ improve with each year, 
d do not know how many varieties of 
ferns British Columbia affords, hut I 
do know that once you begin to collect 
and cultivate them, you will bo sur- 
prised at the number.

feet tall, d'hice these ' at or near the 
top of tho rookery with the tiny deli- 
cate ones -close, to the lower edge of the 
rocks, And seek for new sorts

corn bread are strongly recommended 
by the majority. ; Others use rolled 
oats and corn bread, and have a sprink- 
ling of bright sand amongst the chaff or 
hay seed Hint covers the brooder floor. 
After the secdhd or third week wheat 
and cracked corn may be used, with the 
corn bread. 

A mash, or soft food is made of corn 
meal, bran, shorts and finely chrpped 
clover, and is mixed as dry as possible 
and steamed for an hour or two. Sonic 
authorities advocate all dry feeding; 
using the corn bread for the young 
chicks in place of mash. 1 think this 
method far the best for the amateur 
chicken breeder, or the rearing of chick- 
ens on the fai-m.. Corn bread and brok- 
en grains for downy chicks, cracked 
corn, wheat, corn bread and table scraps 
cut into small bits, for older chickens; 
plenty of anilk or clean water, and a 
good grass run. This for chicks inten- 
ded for egg producers. For broilers a 
crumbly mash of bran and corn meal, 
cracked corn, conrse vat meal, cooked 
vegetables, turnips, beets and carrots, 
preferred, beef scraps and milk; all they 
will eat up clean, six times daily.. 
Never give the food in a sloppy state, 
even mashed food must be crumbly. Ex- 
ercise amf line gravel and sand 'must 
not Ibe forgotten. But the broiler chicks 
should be given an hour's run daily, 
and otherwise confined to a small wired- 
in yard. The best broilers are PJym'outll 
Iloeks, or Wyandottos.

Duckling?. — If intending to incubate 
ducks eggs ind you have not yet had ex- 
perience , U is well to remember that 
the temperature must not go above 10.", 
dog. and ~\Q2 l A; dog. is the desired heat to 
be maintained constantly. That they 
do. not stand such long cooking time as 
hens' eggs. That they must be turned 
twice a day and not neglected; and that: 
moisture must be supplied occasionally 
either by sprinkling the eggs with warm 
•water, or laying a wet cloth over (ho 
eggs for four or five .minutes, the last 
few days of incubation. 

Jtemeinber also that ducklings afler 
pipinV the shell, lie quiet for perhaps 
"•1 hours. So do not think they are dead. 



If, after the 28th day, they are not all 
out, help them, but not b.efore. 

(.loose eggs require about ^0 days 
incubations; a heat of 102Yi deg. very 
carefully maintained ; ventilation wide 
open; sprinkling with warm water ev- 
ery other day after the first week, and 
towards tho hist, daily. Use a whisk 
broom to sprinkle them. This rule must 
be followed even if your goose eggs are 
under a lieu. Now the unost difficult 
rule to obey, and the one almost invari- 
ably broken 'by the amateur, and paid 
for in dead unhatched chicks, is this: 
Don't open the incubator door while the 
chicks are coming out of the shells; not 
often they begin to pip the shells in 
fact. The only exception to this rule, 
is in case of 1111 unusually good hatch, 
and a crowded state of the incubator, 
which threatens the lives of the later 
hatched birds. Then open the door and 
Quickly remove the dry birds and brok- 
en shells. Once lessening the crowd, 
will be quite sufficient. Attend lo the 
turning of the eggs twice daily and so 
escape flic responsibility of deformed, 
crooked legged and suffering little birds.

The sharp shinned hawk winters in 
British Columbia.. The male is a little 
more than eleven inches in length; tho 
female is thirteen and a half inches in 
length when full grown. The tail of the 
male is live and one half inches long, 
that of the female seven Inches. Tail 
is square at the end. The old birds are 
slate colored above, with darker frown. 
Below are barred, reddish brown and 
while. The young birds arc blackish 
brown, margined with reddish brown; 
below white and brown streaked. 

The Cooper Hawk is larger and has a 
rounded tail and a blacker crown. ' 

The red shouldered hawk is the 
commonly known chicken hawk, but the 
truth is that he does not indulge in 
chicken as a regular Sunday dinner 
even, but lives mostly on mice and in- 
sects. 

The majority of hawks live entirely 
upon meadow mice, and upon insects, 
and are in point of fact our friends.

Spread tho 
ruffles evenly on the gather thread for 
an equal length and lay the lower edge 
even wltth the edge of the skirt. Stick 
two or three pins in the gathers to hold 
them temporarily, then begin at the 
lower edge and pin to the edge of tho 
skirt. Pin every two inches . for the 
length of the lapboard. The gather 
thread Is then drawn taut and a few 
more pins put In the gathers, after 
which the basting is mere play. Use 
plenty of pins and you will wonder 
that you over tried to put on nifties 
without them.

"THE SWORD OF THE SAMURAI" 



SEATED' about a eninp-lirc beneath 
a dun bIui whose spreading 
branches drooped over t lie low 
Iniud wall of a comipound of a 
Ipuny village of lower Jjdabtung, 
Kvere some low Japanese soldiers, 
an officer's patrol. Their wiry Chinese 
ponies were stalled in 1 lie compound add 
the light of a faiut -flickering camp-lire 
that was scarcely more than embers 
Slowed on bronzed fuces. The pale 
moonlight threw long shadows. Kurodn 
the story-teller was telling a story of old 
.lapan, of spirits and warriors, samurai 
and statesmen: a tale 'to attract the rapt 
attention of a listener. 

The sharp crackle of the sentry's rifle 
brought each aiiuu quick to bis feet. The 
sentry was running toward the camp 
from his post at one end of .the street 
on either side of which was the village 
of ten thatched, hovels, not more, each in 
its compound. Neither be nor the sentry

passed; they had long ago torn rtway 
their .shoulder -straps ami burned thenl 
with all other tell-tale tilings they car- 
ried, and they ,were ready for death when 
the dust melee took place in the doorway 
of a burning house.

pressing- the infantry of tho Japanese 
centre.- 

The turning column had meanwhile 
gained a position toward the Uussian 
left rear at Wiiehialon, ami tho battle 
had waned in the centre. 

By one of those strange coincidences 
which mark battles the centre of l he 
Russians had expended its ammunition, 
and the Japanese were likewise suffer- 
ing' from lack of ammunition, On thq 
slow-rising slope of a hill the battalions 
were halted opposite each other, hurling 
stones at each others ranks for want of 
other ammunition. 

The turning column forced the Rus- 
sians from the crests or Xnfangslmn on 
(be right, but tho Russians brought up 
their guns in the centre and fought des- 
perately to press the counter-attack. The 
Russian left was stubbornly lighting on 
the crest nt whose foot the deserted 
village of Lungiwanghihq nnd the aban- 
doned temple nnd shrines enclosed j n a 
picturesque,, compound. The Japanese 
right, lighting hard, had not been able to 
advance. -Oku had been forced t wice tn 
send reserves to the right, where the 
enemy, elated by its successes and ignor- 
ant of the failure at the reverse flank, 
was striving to wrest victory. The Jap- 
anese, cavalry then won its only success 
of tho war. Tho squadron gallantly gal- 



loped forward, dismounted and fought 
as infantry, iu the assistance of tho 
menaced flunk. The cavalry's attack in 
Hank and rear Stemmed the Russian ad- 
vance, though, with j reinforcements 
which .debarked from trains that arrived 
during the battle, the Russians held 
stubbornly. The Japanese pressed their 
attack, the dogged ^Muscovites fought 
grimly to hold tho bills, and hour after 
hour the .battle Waged In the series of 
attacks and counter-attacks, the battle 
see-sawed, until tho sun began to sink. 
Tin; metals of the railway curving in 
the Fuchau valley glistened in the after- 
noon sun, and the grey stone and corru- 
gated roof — part of a shipment from 
Wolverhampton — was reflected the glare, 
as the afternoon waned and the battal- 
ions were still battering against each 
other without avail. And then the am- 
munition was expended. 

The Russian rifles had been silent for 
some minutes; their bayonets glimmer- 
ed and the flashing; .swords of officers' in- 
dicated the efforts, nil vain, to induce 
the grey-Moused Siberians to charge 
again down the hillside. The luck of 
ammunition seemed to have temporarily 
unnerved them. 

But the Japanese rifles were also si- 
lent. .Not more than three hundred 
paces were between the two forces, per- 
haps not t.wo hundred in places; and, the 
moment of deadlock had obviously ar- 
rived The green space, with here and 
there si contorted corpse, or a groaning 
victim paled with lost blood ami bruised 
by the trampling of surging, lighting 
men, was luxuriantly green; the burning 
sun which followed the rainy season had 
not yet browned it in the Universal sun- 
dry "of the yellow land. The field guns 
were stilled; it was difficult to distin- 
guish between the armies. 

Waving an ikon aloft, his (lowing gar- 
ments filling with the breeze, a long 
haired priest was exhorting the grey-coat- 
ed Siberians to advance with their three- 
cornered bayonets; an officer was vain- 
ly swishing his bared BWOrd. Together 
they leaped forward and started down 
the hill at n steady double, first one, 
then a couple, then a little squad; per- 
haps there were a dozen following them. 
They looked back and saw the battalions 
were still in the trenches, and the little 
sound fell back; then the priest turned 
and walked back, seemingly exhorting 
those, who stood to follow the officer 
who was .sprinting forward alorre. 

The stones with which the forces had 
been pelting each other were no longer 
thrown; all the Japanese were watching 
the young subaltern who was running to- 
ward them, alone. They laughed. Could 
one man come to fight an armyV Then 
they cheered. Banzai after 'banzai 
Bounded among the extended ranks. Men 
clambered to the top of the stone walls 
of the village, not more than three feet 
high, and- others straightened themselves 
from where they Were huddled behind 
gravemonnd's of forgotten Oninese V - 
| The .young- subaltern tripped; Ire fell 
over ri little jliound and sprawled for- 
ward. Surely none had shot him. Capt. 
Zumoto shouted that he would rrlake nnv 
one climb ii ladder of swords who fired. 
No; the Russian was up again,. He. was 
again advancing. 

"Banzai, banzai," shouted the Imper- 
ial Guards. .Sub-lieutenant .Tokutomi 
had recognized the advancing Russian, 
and a fierce light hurried iu his eyes as 
he sprang forward from the ranks, 
sprinting forward to meet the! Russian 
midway between the lines ' He had un- 
sheathed his treasured sword which his 
father had wielded in the Satsuma rebel- 
lion, and a great grandfather had fought 
with it iir Korea with tlideyosbi: the 
sword which he believed held the unseen, 
souls of his fathers who were Samurai 
soirs of Samurai. 

As the small khaki-cfad officer advanc- 
ed Lieutenant lbariki was telling a fel- 
low subaltern that the Asakiisa .temple 
would have two n6w .lanterns, if. To- 
kutoma killed the Russian.. 

The Russian, tall iml6ed in comparison 
with his adversary, bad accepted • the 
challenge; he was waiting with sword 
at the guard for the coming of Tokutomi, 
and the battalions of the centre and left 
had, a-s if by instinct, made temporary 
truce to watch the battle of the cham- 
pions. On the right the .booming of 
guns told of the waging of the battle, 
but here all was still, and the rival fight- 
ters were spectator's of ..the duel of the 
champions; wounded among the groups 
of fallen sprawled on the green struggled 
up to rest themselves on an arm to see 
the issue of the conflict, and iii the. sum- 
mer sun the Hash of the dashing. swords 
shimmered bright as the two swordsmen 
engaged. Neither bad stopped to r<>- 
■cover from l ho effects of t tie run, and 
they were breathing heavily, feinting, 
(parrying and thrusting, while, the thou- 
sands cheered wildly, shouting encourage- 
ment to the champions who heard only a 
blurred hum of sound ns they stared 
wide-eyed at each other, watching, cat- 
like, for every move, The styles of 
swordsmanship were widely different. 
The Russian's head lay- over towards his 
left, shoulder, his hairy, though clear, 
white, nrm was bared; his face tilled 
with an almost brutal joy, for his sword 
had once been broken by this brown man 
who Seemed to him like a grinning 
monkey. Tokntonii's sun-parched face, 
browner than Usual, was .set in a grin 
Unit sometimes approached a snarl. Deep 
wrinkles furrowed his low brow and his 
gleaming white teeth were plain by con- 
trast of the brown setting. The muscles 
of his arm stood out, and the. tilled veins 
of his wrist were like great blue cords. 

The clash of the blades, flashing high 
ami low, is heard plain in cither iinc, 
though the heavy interrupted breathing 
of the fatigued swordsmen is heard only 
hiy themselves. One is. down; ft. is To- 
kutomi, he* has fallen on his knee, but is 
lighting desperately; if the rival lines 
had :been nearer the shouting soldiery 
would have seen a dark stain reddening 
I he yellow of his tunic at the shoulder, 
where the skid of his antagonist's sword 
hud cut the flesh, like a rusher of bacon, 
from bis shoulder. 

Tokutomi bad struggled to his feet 
and was boring in, pressing hack his op- 
ponent's guard, nnd .wild bnnznis re- 
sounded- from the Japanese lines. The 
grin on his face was moro tense. The 
tall Russian was weakening; tlmt was 
plain. Swinging backward and for- 
ward Tokutomi was dodging bis nssail- 
n u t with the agility of a cat; hour after 
hour on the mats of Kano's school of 
jujilsii at Kaiidu had bred thai, agility. 
Suddenly there -was a flash, a dull thud 
iif crunching bone, and the Russian was 
down on the greensward, with Tokutomi 
kneeling near him 

The Japanese was resting beside the 
dying subaltern whose life was ebbing 
nut as the blood flowed from bis almost/ 
'riven body: the sudden give of the swnr/l 
lie fugged from the fallen many shoiildfcr 
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made him stagger. The Russians 
watched him sullenly, as he picked some 
bludes of grass lo wipe his blade; and, 
as he started backward lo the Japanese 
lines the brown men cheered, shouting 
one fiill-ithroated banzai after the other. 

Fur to the rear in the dust of the yel- 
low plain small carts were being gai- 
ned forward wit Ii much-needed aiiinmni- 
lion. Behind them, running forward in 
companies, were the expected reinforce- 
ments, Quickly ammunition bearers 
were passing along the lines giving new 
clips of cartridges to eager riflemen, and 
the rattle of musketry indicated that the 
buttle was begun again where it. waned 
to watch the fight of the champions. The 
Japanese flanks were pressing forward, 
gradually enveloping *li,e stubborn centre. 
The Russian officers know they must 
retreat. The roll of drums beat the sig- 
nal, and tin; columns drew off, galloping 
away the now useless guns. 

The sun was almost set when the hor- 
ror commenced. The officer's patrol 
which mapped the Fnchati vailed before 
the Cossacks wiped icj&ilt in the little 
village of Shilipu had noted the Tehlizsu 
gorge through which the river and rail- 
way debouch from the valley lo the 
widening plain beyond, ami, by a wide 
detour, a large ambuscading ..force had 
been sent then.. The retiring army was 
entering the gorge at sunset when the 
Japanese guns posted on heigh Is at 
either side opened tire upon the retiring 
columns and transport packed, in the 
narrow valley. The Russians were soon 
iir disorder; then in a panic-stricken rout 
a sauve qui pent, in which the frenzied 
fugitives were helpless "as a flock of 
sheep while the artillerymen cut lanes 
through them, overturned transport 
horses and riders and throw the escapees 
into the direst confusion. Gunners cut 
the harness of their guns, limbers were 
overturned to block the galloping horses 
that came behind dragging other gnus, 
men throw away their rifles, even, their 
haversacks, and madly sought safety in 
■flight, and. soon night, drowned its curtain 
on the horror, leaving' the wearied Jap- 
anese (bivouac on the field. 

That night while hearers with paper 
lanterns were sorting out the dead and 
wounded and sappers -were diggirrg long 
trenches for the wholesale interment of 
the enemy's dead, General Oku sat in 
a Chinese house to compose n report for 
the war department, and much of it told 
of fire deeds of Snb-h/ieuterrant Tokut- 
omi, the swordsman. 

In the outskirts of Tokio there is a 
lijtle temple built in honor of an offi- 
cer's patrol by the Imperial Guards, and 
if you give a few sen to the priests in 
charge they may show you the Sword of 
the Samurai which was wielded by Sub- 
Lioutenant Tokutomi. It is one of the 
relics prized by flic temple where it 
rests until Captain Tokutomi needs it 
again.

The Easter holidays are over once 
more, and anglers who spent their 
vacation in pursuit of the wily trout 
and steelhead, have returned to town. 

The usual stories of the big ones 
which "ran out the whole blooming 
line and went of with an expensive 
cast of files, must have been a flve- 
pounder if he was an ounce," have 
been related to more (generally more) 
or less incredulous audiences. That 
tho fishing was poor this Easter as a 
general rule was the verdict of tho 
majority. Some nice baskets were, 
however, taken at the head of Cow- 
ichan river and also at the lake. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Oliver have 
been at the head of the lake for some 
ten days, where they have a house- 
boat, irr which they have been enter- 
taining some friends. Several pood 
catches were made by the members 
of the party, both on the river and 
lake. 

The Sooke, Shawnigan and Sorne- 
nos lakes proved a disappointment to 
the fishermen who tried them, and If 
the stories can • be believed of the 
large numbers of fish which have been 
caught in these lakes during- the past 
three and a half months, the scarcity 
of fish is not to be wondered at. when 
it is known that a man has been 
Ashing in one of these lakes from a 
boat with four bated lines out, it Is 
time that the law should step in and 
put an end to such hogglshness. 

One of the prettiest spots irr Brit- 
ish Columbia which has yet been dis- 
covered by very few sportsmen is 
Cowlchan Ray. tip till last year the 
existing hotel was enough to deter 
the most ardent sportsman from visi- 
ting II, but last summer's comfortable 
building was erected by Air. Clifford 
Wise, overlooking the bay, where good 
sea trout, lisblng may bo had, while 
the salmon Ashing Jn the bay cannot 
bo excelled, it Is an ideal place for 
a small party to spend a few holi- 
holidays, boats can be hired at the 
hotel, and as the bay is practically 
landlocked no danger is to bo feared 
from rough water. 

The interview given to Ihc NatialniO 
7'>eo Press by Provincial Game War- 
den Williams should havo a good 
effect irr inducing the residents of tho 
Nanalmo and Cowlchan districts to 
petition (lie Government to declare 
these districts organized under the 
Game Act. It seems out of place 
that in these districts anyone armed 
with a live dollar miner's license can 
go just outside tho limits of a city 
like Nanalmo or of a Municipality 
like North Cowlchan, and kill all the 
game he likes, the police being power- 
less to interfere. The closing remark 
of Mr. Williams lo the Free Press re- 
porter are worthy of every sports- 
man's attention. He says. "Make 
it , very clear Hint If something is 
not done soon to Increase and pro- 
tect our frame, in a very short time 
there will be no game In flic country 
and many will lose a favorite pas- 
time and the Island ono of its chief 
attractions.'* 

Thin' coming from a. man like Mr. 
Williams who bus shot for the past 
twenty years over different parts of 
the ' Province, and who has since bis 
appointment as Game Warden last 
Jtfty, bad every facility for looking 
Into these matters, should be treated 
with every respect. It bears out tho 
•contention of everyone who has at all 
given any thought to fish and game 
matters In the Province during the 
past few years. The number of men 
who go out regular every week dtir- 



the .shooting season has increased in 
an extraordinary manner in the last 
Ave years and in consequence the 
laws -with regard to game will have 
to be more, strictly enforced if we are 
to enjoy any sport at all in the near 
future. 

The different provinces of the Do- 
minion, as well as many states of 
tho union are turning their attention 
to the niatler of forest and game pre- 
serves. Quebec is one of the latest 
con veils In this direction. Practi- 
cally the whole of the Gaspe Penin- 
sula has been turned Into a forest 
Ash and game reserve. The area Is 
about ",500 square miles and will In- 
clude the headwaters of some twenty 
rivers which empty into the river and 
Gulf of Sti Lawrence and the. Bale des 
Chalelrs. Timber will only bo flow- 
ed to be cut under certain regulations 
and the territory will be withdrawn 
from sale ami occupancy except under 
special regulations. Unfortunately 
with regard to Quebec, tlio fish and 
game of that province which were at 
one lime, as numerous <as was the case 
in British Columbia a few years ago, 
have now, except irr some favored dis- 
tricts, become extinct, non-cnforcemeul 
of the game laws being altogether re- 
sponsible for this, and it is what will 
surely occur In this province unless 
we take a hand and Insist orr the 
proper observance" of the laws. 1 

The .subject of whether car ibou ex- 
ist on Queen Charlotte Island or not. 
has long been a disputed point amongst 
hunters of big game. Reports have 
been received from time to .time from 
Indians residing on' the island, of 
caribou having been ■ .seen there by 
them, but these yarns did not receive 
much credence rOm white people. 
However, H. M. S. Shearwater recent- 
ly landed a party of her officers .near 
Naden Harbor, Graham Island, ono of 
the islands which comprises. the Queen 
Charlotte, group, and though no caribou 
were actually seen by the party, sulll- 
cient signs were seen to convince them 
that caribou actually existed on. the 
island. . Their tracks were seen in the 
soft ground, arrd a shed antler- was 
picked up which was immediately re 
cognized by. everyone who saw It as 
being undoubtedly that of a caribou 
How those animals ever came to .'be 
on the Island will over, romain a mys- 
tery, but the general theory is that 
the island was once a; portion' of . t 
mainland and becoming . separat 
from It, the caribou were. cut off from 
returning to wliat now' is" the main- 
land. 

A gentleman who happened to notice 
in last week's Rod and Gun' column, 
the paragraph referring to the value 
of game to a country^ informed the 
writer that he had been shooting., in 
the Cassiar district last fait,, and that 
he felt quite safe In saying that the 
amount of money spent by the' differ- 
ent parties of sportsmen who visited 
Cassiar last fall must have been at 
least $15,000.' When facts like these 
are brought to the attention of the 
government it is to be hoped that 
something further in the direction of 
providing game wardens will be done. 
At present we have one game warden 
for the whole province, and energetic 
as this gentleman is in the discharge 
of his duties, it is hopeless to expect 
him to do very much in tho way of 
looking after the carrying out of the 
game laws.

Treatment for Poisoning

ACCIDENTS will happen in the 
best-regulated households, and 
sometimes :i child will get hold 
of rat poison, lly poison, match 
heads or something else a careless nurse 
has left within reach; then prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the mother is neces- 
sary, if the child's life Is to be Baved. 

The general treatment for poisoning Is 
to rid the stomach as quickly as possi- 
ble of the poison taken. This is done by 
emetics, some of which nro mustard anil 
lukewarm water, a tenspoonful of alum 
in a glass of lukewarm water, a little 
pelt and warm wator, or Ipecac and then 
V,'2mi -water. 

I When lly poison has been taken, give 
half nn ounce (if olive oil In the same 
amount of lime and water, and repeat 
this every live or ten minutes for live 
or six doses; then give white of egg and 
keep (lie child very warm. 
, J 1 the doctor cannot come quickly, go 
to I he drug store and ask for freshly 
precipitated hydrated sesquloxide of 
Iron, telling the druggist what it Is 
■wanted for, and give the child this In 
doses of about an ounco at a time as 
the (dl was given. This is the antidote 
lor arsenic, antl may be given whenever 
arsenic has been taken. 

When matches have been slicked, give 
n tiny pinch of sulphate (if copper or 
blue vjlrlol, dissolved In water, repeated 
every few minutes until the child vom- 
its freely. Never give anything oily, as 
milk or egg, for this dissolves the phos- 
phorus and so makes it more easily 
Sihsorhcd. 

Sometimes oxalic Bdd that is kept for 
cleaning purposes will be taken by mis- 
take for lipaoni salts; in sucn a case, 
tlve ll'iie In witer nnd an emetic, 
! liYtyfa Cirycjio aci.J. hus teoa taken, 



give the white of egg after the emetic 
and Epsom salts. 

If an overdose of a soothing syrup or 
too much paregoric has been taken, 
keep the baby awake by almost any 
means, as slapping with a towel wet 
In cold water, ,or. If the child is old 
enough, walk him constantly up and 
down until the doctor can get there; an 
injection of strong black coffee is also 
often used with much benefit; when the 
doctor arrives he. will probably give the 
chemical antidote. 

After any poison has been taken, It in 
well to give a dose of castor oil. The 
poisoned person should always bo kept 
warm and given brandy or whisky, if 
the pulse is weak. When n trained 
nurse or a doctor is at hand, the first 
thing they will usually do In ti bad case 
of poisoning will he to wnsh out the 
child's stomach, but the mother will 
hardly be able to do this herself, unless 
she has happened to have seen It dono 
some time before. 

Another form of poisoning Is that of 
poison ivy. Rome children are so sus- 
ceptible to It that they only have to be 
moderately near it to hnvo the rash 
come out. 

Bicarbonate of soda, in water will 
often stop the itching and cool the heat- 
ed and swollen part as well as any- 
thing. Connecticut farmers recommend 
n ten made of "poison weed," and fre- 
quently sopped on the eruption. I had 
occasion to try this once, and found that 
It benefited the Utile patient very much. 

Every mother should have nn emer- 
gency basket. It should contain a pair 
of scissors, absorbent cotton, old linen, 
adhesive and court plaster, several blin- 
dages, a little oil silk or rubber tissue, 
n pair of forceps, n glass syringe of 
uomo kind and a paper ofXfafoty pins.

"You apply for a position and arc 
taken on ' That your work may bo 
light in the beginning, you a re appointed 
to the night force. Your pay begins 
front the time you start to learn tho 
business. Tho pay Is Increased as tho 
applicant Is advanced In position. 

"When I say tho work Is not hard I 
mean not arduous. Every girl thinks 
she enn be a telephone girl, but every 
superintendent does not agree with hor. 
If she is not in the right place, her pro-, 
motion never comes. Promotions nro 
made from the rnnks of the regular op- 
erator through the grade of senior op- 
erator to supervisor. 

"From a night operator she becomes a 
day operator, nn expert subscriber op- 
erator, a trunk operator, a senior op- 
erator, a supervisor, nn nsslstniit chief 
operator, then chief operator, who Is tho 
executive officer of the exchange. 

"Tho hours of duty nre from 8 to 6 for 
the dny forco and from fi to S o'clock 
for tho nlsht force. 

"In every city and In almost overy lit- 
tle town there are telephone exchnngos, 
and most of the work in them la done 
bv women and sAt)M." 



A Mitten for Nerves 

HE you nervous, so that life ha* 
lost lis zest? Aro your lawful 
sleeping hours given over to tho 
horrible staring widonwakednesa 
of chronic insomnia? Aro you simply 
Just restless and twitchy? If any of 
tills unpleasantness has fallen to your 
lot, much of it can bo overcome by a 
crochet needle and a ball of niacriuno 
cord. 

The value of massage In nervous dis- 
orders Is well known, but, unfortunate- 
ly. It Is a luxury possible only to tho 
few. For tho many, hitherto, there has 
been littlo left to do but to "grin and 
bear it" c~ best they may. 

Now, however, it has been dii ^overed 
that a maeramo mitten vigorously ap- 
plied night and morning has tho most 
soothing, indeed, curative, effect on the 
nerves. 

This mitten, which can be easily made 
at home, If regularly used every day on 
the head, body nnd limbs, stimulates 
the circulation oi tho blood, quiets and 
soothes the restless brain and produces, 
especially at night, a natural sleep, 

Of course, others may don the mitten 
to do the rubbing, hut nn important fac- 
tor of this euro Is to rub oneself, say, 
for ten or llfteen minutes twice a day, 
The little exercise, unless ono Is ex- 
tremely exhausted, adds to the effective- 
ness of the remedy. 

THE KIND OF CORD TO USE 

In making the mltion, bo sum to Ret 
the hnrsh, stiff maeramo. cord used for 
fishnets. Tho soft, so-called macrame, 
which has littlo more body to it than a 
coarso darning cotton, though tho kind 
usually sold In the stores, Is practically 
useless for n glow-raising rub. In which 
friction is mora than halt' the euro. 

With a rather coar.io steel needle 
throw on thirty-two stitches, beginning 
at tho wrist. Crochet in tho ordinary 
hook-stltch i'te rows. Widen, knit four 
stitches, nnd widen again. Continue this 
for eleven rows to form the thumb. 

At the eleventh row close, nnd knit 
round tho desired length for the thumb; 
then narrow rnther abruptly to the 
point. 

Return to the dividing point, nnd con- 
tinue tho hand part for eighteen rows: 
Then narrow gradually to close the 
mitten. 

For the wrist, mnko a border of three 
rows of double crochet-stitch. 

If the cord Is ns stiff and hnrsh nn It 
should be to ho of any use whatever, 
the crocheting process will hardly bf» 
conducive to nerve-aoothing. In fact. It 
Is rather hard both on the fingers andi 
temper, but the mitten, once finished, 
and in regulnr uso, should prove a boon 
to many' a worn-jmt^ norvoug system. ,

The new Iowa child labor law pro- 
hibits the employment of children un- 
der IS in any gainful occupation which 
would injure his health. The law is 
also aimed at department stores, pro- 
hibiting tin- employment of children in 
positions which compel them to remain 
standing fur any length of time. 

The agreement between the Brother- 
hood of Operative Potters and the man- 
ufacturers, drawn up ,at the conven- 
tion in Buffalo last July, lias been ac- 
cepted by the latter. The new wage 
scale and agreement will be In force 
two years. 

Stone masons of Springfield, <">., have 
asked for 45 cents an hour for eight 
hours, They have been receiving 30 
to 34 cents. Bricklayers now get 50 
cents an hour, a difference that docs 
not exst elsewhere in the wages of 
these two crafts. 

In the entire United States the ratio 
of unionists to population is 1 to 21), 
while in the state of New York it is 
1 to 18 and in Illinois 1 to 10.7. In 
Colorado with 411 trades unions, a to- 
tal membership of 48,837 is reported, 
which is 1 to 11 In population. In agri- 
cultural states like Missouri the ratio 
of trades union membership to total 
population is, of course, less. 

Minister Denham, of Queensland, Is 
reported to be formulating a scheme 
for meeting the alleged difficulty of 
obtaining white labor for the sugar in- 
dustry. He proposes to settle men, 
with their families, upon small hold- 
ings, on which they may work, during 
the off season, and so be available at 
cane harvest time. 

A woman's union for the protection 
of the labor unions of men has been 
organized in Jersey City. To estab- 
lish a school to Instruct women how 
and where to spend their money most 
beneficially for union labor will be one 
of the features of the new organiza- 
tion. , 

The Commonwealth Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank of Chicago, or the First 
union labor bank opened its doors for 
the transaction of business about April 
15th. The capital is $2,000,000 divided 
Into shares of $5 each par value, and 
Is to he sold only to trade unionists, 
salaried people, farmers, small dealers 
and professional people. 



Because of the energetic attitude 
taken by organized labor in Santa 
Clara county, California, against the 
employment of Mongolians, at least 
onu-lialf of the Chinese and Japanese 
have already been discharged. 

Chicago painters have, won an im- 
portant victory. They recently obtain- 
ed an increase of five cents an hour in 
wages, which In the aggregate means 
about t4,50U a day to the members of 
the craft. 

The secretary! of the New South 
Wales Tobacco Workers' Union recent- 
ly told the tobacco commission that 
with the ad vein of the tobacco trust 
the male employee^ wages In the 
Sydney factories had suffered. 

A lady factory Inspector in Pennsyl- 
vania discovered violations of the child 
labor law in the factory of the Lehigh 
Valley Silk Company of South Bethle- 
hem, and the president and superin- 
tendent of the company were arrested 
and lined. 

The result of the vote taken by the 
Sailors' Union of the Pacific on the 
question of .renewing the present agree- 
ment witli the Steamship Association 
(steam schooner owners) gives a very 
large majority against the proposition. 

Charities for the seamen In New 
York and Boston will receive $.'150,000 
out of a bequest of $1,250,000 set apart 
for such use by the terms of the will 
of the late Lord Inverclyde. president 
of Hie Canard Line, who died in Lon- 
don, Eng., last October. 

Union employees on the Chicago City 
Railway, the latter being controlled by 
a syndicate headed by J. P. Morgan 
& Co., which bought the properly a 
little over a year ago, investing $33,- 
000,000, demand 'an increase of four 
cents an hour for electric trainmen 
and a ten-hour day for all other em- 
ployees. 

The negotiations at present pending 
between several of the local labor or- 
ganizations of Toronto, anil the em- 
ployers for increases of wages this 
coming summer, are reported to be 
making very satisfactory progress. 

Seven-eighths of a penny a day ex- 
tra for food does not seem extraor- 
dinary when sailors' appetites are con- 
sidered. But that is the difference be- 
tween the old allowance for food on 
merchant vessels and the new stand- 
ard imposed by the new shipping bill. 

John Hayes, of Windmill road, Croy- 
don, London, who died a few days ago, 
was employed for 53 years by Gillet 
& Johnston, clockmakers, during which 
period he made more than 5,000 clocks. 

An extensive Investigation of trades 
union benefit funds, employers' liabil- 
ity insurance, old age pension bene- 
fits maintained by some unions, and 
other matters of interest to the stu- 
dent of the labor movement is to be 
made by the Labor Bureau of the De- 
portment of Commerce and Labor of 
the United States. 

A farm laborer from Bowland Forest, 
whom the Cltheroe Guardians removed 
to the lunatic asylum, was found to 
have £200 invested In the Post Office 
Savings Bank. His mother-in-law 
stated that ho had never received more 
than £S a year as wages, but he had 
Invariably put £5 of that In the bank. 

A new and important trade union 
organization is to be constituted. It 
Is to be called the "Federation of Over- 
land Transport Workers of the United 
Kingdom," and will consist of unions 
representatives of all classes of men 
employed in vehicular traffic on the 
roads.

The wages of bricklayers In Vancou 
ver have been increased from $4.50 
to Jo a day. The raise is said to be 
the result of a strike by two bricklay- 
ers engaged on the DeGray building 
on Hastings street. Work was held In 
suspense for about an hour, but there 
does not appear to have been any great 
objection to granting the increase, 
though it was thought that proper no- 
tice should have been given. 

A meeting of Brisbane (Australia) 
employers recently decided to join 
forces with the Victoria employers in 
lining up to oppose the introduction of 
the trade union label provisions of the 
Trade Marks Act, and resolved also to 
recommend employers In Queensland 
to refrain from utilizing the union la- 
bel on their goods pending a test case 
to be placed before the high court. 

Judge Cook of San Francisco, has 
declared constitutional the child labor 
law enacted by the last legislature, 
the validity of which was contested by 
certain defendants in a case involving 
the death of a minor while at work In 
the fire loom of a steamer. 

Mrs. Langtry, who has just returned 
from South Africa, says everybody 
there, except Uie Boers, is against the 
expulsion of the Chinese from the 
Rand. Mining is not white men's 
work. She Is convinced that China- 
men are the men for the work. 

The Master Carpenters' Association 
of Passaic, N. J., has placed tho scale 
of wages for journeymen carpenters 
upon an even basis with the scale In 
Newark and Paterson. On and after 
Mav 1 next the journeymen carpenters 
in Passaic will receive 15 cents an hour 
and the workday will consist of eight 
hours. 

A survivor of the wreck of the S.S. 
Colue, of Goole, Eng., which foundered 
recently, who was rescued by the 
Ramsgate smack Uncle Dick, speaks 
of the self-sacrifice shown by a Dover 
man named Robert Cleaver. They 
were about to pick him up, when he 
exclaimed, "For God's sake keep away 
or vou will be swamped." Previous to 
this he had given up his chance of life, 
saving to a shipmate, "Look here, 
Hugh, vou've got a wife and six bairns. 
Make a jump fur It, my lad; here is 
my belt." 

The efforts of Miss Bondlield secre- 
tary to ITie Shop Assistants' Union, 
England, to secure better hours, wages, 
and other conditions for female em- 
plovees in shops, are receiving great 
support from the better class shop- 
keepers. Ont of her great alms Is to 
make it compulsory for a character to 
be given on leaving a situation, and 
an effort Is to be made to Introduce a 
provision of this kind Into one of the 
bills dealt with this session. 

The colonial legislature of New- 
foundland has unanimously adopted a 
resolution favoring old age pensions, 
the terms of the grant to be determin- 
ed by a commission which It Is recom- 
mended shall investigate the subject 
during the next twelve months, pre- 
paratory to the introduction of the 
measure to give effect to tho project. 

A mining company which built a 
$40,000 clubhouse for its men at Bls- 
bee. Ariz., four years ago, found the 
building a hindrance as the men refus- 
ed to be paternalized, and It was turn- 
ed over to the Y. M. C. A., which Is 
making a success of the enterprise, 
and now has twice as many men en- 
rolled as could be secured for tho club. 

A census of Japanese in the Ha- 
waiian Islands has been taken by a 
Honolulu Japanese newspaper, and 
shows 4S,4ri(J outside of Honolulu. It is 
said there are enough in that city to 
bring the number on the islands up to 
60,000. Of the 48,045 outside of Hono- 
lulu 17,07<> are laborers. Among the 
48,450 there are 11,216 males under 20 
years of age, and 0,-188 are women. 

Governor Guild was elected an honor- 
ary anonnber oi Boston (Mass.) News- 
boys' 'Protective union recently, taking 
a 'place in that list with William Jen- 
nings Bryan, ex-Governor Douglas, 
President Kliot of Harvard, Secretary 
of State William Olin, General Charles 
H Taylor «iid other prominent anon 
who have been 'speakers before the 
union and interested in the welfare of 
Its members. 

.Seven hundred mail cart drivers struck 
last week in Vienna for $2 to $4 increase 
on a $'20-a-month wage. • The mail ser- 
vice was disorganized as a result, nnd 
at nlg'ht the demands of the onen were 
met. The postal strike in Paris is in- 
creasing, in spite of the government's 
statements to the contrary. The move- 
ment is gaining in the provinces. A sec- 
tion of the telegraph messengers nnd 
tube men, forming about one-Oliird of the 
personnel of the Paris branch, struck 
last night. The minister of public works 
lias dismissed ilOO of 1 lie striking post- 
men. 

Keir Hnrdie, leader of Itlie British 
Labor parly, is no Beau Brummel in 
dress, which led to an amusing mistake 
recently. Hnrdie was (proceeding to the 
Parliament library to consult a book, 
when he found his way gently but (irm- 
ly ibarred by a policeman, who said: 
"Are you working here, mate?" 
"Yes," replied Hnrdie, who was at- 
tired in his usual democratic styl", 
cloth cap and all. 
"On the roof 7" 
".No; on the door." 

The roof of the House is being re- 
paired, nnd as the policeman was not 
ijuito sure about tlie floor repairs lie 
allowed Hnrdie to pass. 

The. annual concert and dance of Die 
local division of the Street Railway Hni- 
ploynes' Union was held in the A. O. II, 
YV. hull on Friday evening.

that is offered. .Women who wen; a few 
days ago the possessors of snug fortunes 
are temporarily taking places as domes- 
tics that they may secure homes while 
order is being restored in San Fruucisco. 
The heads of the employment bureaus 
announced that they would have work 
enough for nearly all applicants. 'The 
Alaska Packers' Association has resum- 
ed business in Stuart street wharf, San 
Francisco, where the loading of eighteen 
ships will begin at once. These ships 
will sail within two weeks. Three thou- 
sand persons can get work in the Alas- 
kan canneries, according to the state- 
ment of an official of the company. 

The devised laws of the International 
Association <jf Bridge and Structural 
Ironworkers, which became effective 
January 1, iprovide for some radical 
changes in the financial system. Under 
the new laws the per capita tax to the 
international organization is 35 cents a 
mouth, instead of 40 cents per quarter, 
as formerly. Under the old system, how- 
ever, the members were charged 45 cents 
a quarter for the insurance fund, and 15 
cents a quarter .for llie magazine. The 
new tax will cover all obligations. The 
transfer system also "was amended, so 
that all tihut a member now requires to 
obtain a transfer is to be in good stand- 
ing. Under the old rules, 50 cents was 
charged for each transfer. 

A movement lias started in Australia 
lo establish the six-hour day. As Aus- 
tralia was tlie pioneer ground for the 
establishing of an eighNhour day, she 
:s naturally proud of that distinction, 
and apparently anxious to still 1)0 the 
leader in tin- movement. The following 
1 is the resolution on the subject which 
I was adopted on the motion of Ton) Mann 
j the Hnglish dockyard leader, at. n meet- 
ing of the Trades Hall Council of Aus- 
tralia: "Resolved 'that, whereas, the 
methods of wealth produrtion have in- 
creased during recent years at a more 
rapid rate than ever before, and where- 
as there lias not been any correspond- 
ing reduction in tlie working hours, or 
increase in the consuming capnoily of 
the workers, and hence resulting in 
un'euiiploymetrt for increasing numbers 
of workers, and consequent impoverish- 
ment, 'this council declares in favor of a 
six hours work«Jsy, such an irpprox- 
imation thereto as may he deemed most 
advantageous by the workers in coun- 
tries using the most efficient methods of 
production, and we respectively request: 
the organized workers of America and 
Britain to favor us with their views on 
this subject." 

The question of weekly instead of fort- 
nightly wages was considered nt a con- 
ference in Glasgow recently between the 
Clyde shipbuilding and engineering em- 
ployers and representatives of the men's 
unions. Tlie various unions lately took 
a ballot of their respective members on 
the question of striking to enforce their 
demand .for weekly pays, when the fig- 



ures -were 10,0(i'J for and 2,728 against. 
Tho proceedings necessarily were private 
but no definite answer was given by the 
employers, who claimed an adjournment 
for a month, in order that they might 
consult their constituents. 

To give effect lo tlie principle of old- 
age pensions adopted Iby the House of 
Commons last month, several advanced 
Liberal members and representatives of 
all the groups of the Labor Party on 
Wednesday resolved to press upon the 
government to pass next session the fol- 
lowing slightly modified scheme: 1. 
Old-uge peusions to ricli and poor alike 
at sixty-live, 5s. a week paid weekly ,'o 
all British subjects not domiciled outside 
the United Kingdom and not under police 
surveillance. 2. Application for n pen- 
sion to be made to the Registrar of 
Births and Deaths in each district, who 
will give each applicant a pension receipt 
book and a certificate that lie is a duty 
qualified pensioner. 3. If the pension 
j certificate is' refused, any applicant to 
have right of appeal to the chairman of 
a county council or the lord mayor or 
mayor, whose decision shall he final. 4. 
If a pensioner became chargeable, to a 
union the pension tohe"i.iid to guardians 
of the poor during tlie time he is in the 
workhouse or asylum. 5. If a pension- 
er he convicted of any crime, pension to 
be forfeited during imprisonment. "Kyen 
a Rothschild, 1 ' said Mr. Rogers, secretary 
of the National Committee of Organized 
Labor, "will get tlie pension if he asks 
for it " 

New Zealand looks after its old folks. 
Every person of Go years and upward 
who has lived for twenty-five years in 
the colony, has enjoyed a tolerably 
good character during that period, and 
led a sober, respectable life for at 
least five years past,, is entitled to an 
old-age pension of tho state funds. It 
is provided, however, that no pension 
can be awarded where the income 
from other sources exceeds §260 a 
year, or where the applicant has more 
than $1,2160 worth of property. Asi- 
atics and other aliens are ineligible. 
Wives draw a pension as well as their 
husbands, provided the total income 
of the household does not exceed $390 
a year. The full state pension is $00 
a year, hut $5 is deducted for every $0 
of income over SIT0 derived from other 
sources. Thus a pensioner with $200 
a year income would dnnw $G0 us 'his old 
age pension. The system has been in 
operation seven years, and the number of 
pensions in force is close on 12,000, in- 
volving an annual payment of over $1,- 
(100,000. Last year the pensioners in- 
cluded four centenarians, twp.of whom 
were 103 years old. The pension is paid 
on the first day of every month, through 
the .postal department.

The Socialist Utopia 

Seen By a Capitalist

STARTIXG with the theory ad- 
vanced by Herbert Spencer that 
"Socialism is tho coming slav- 
ery," David ^Inclean Parry, in a ro- 
mance enti'Jed "The Scarlet Empire," 
describes tliat famous isle of Atlantis 
under the sea, in which all the theories 
so dear to the Socialist aro in operation 
today. -Mr. Parry's is the capitalist's 
ipomt of view and therefore, needless to 
snv, is not friendly to the Socialist pro- 
paganda. -Ur. Parry is a self-made 
man who has gone through' the usual 
steps of clerking and storekeeping be- 
fore attaining to his present position as 
a captain of industry, employing over 
two thousand people, and holding tho 
high otlfce of president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers of the 
United .States. Tho very name of Mr. 
Parry's home bespeaks wealth; it is 
Golden Hill, Indianapolis. 

The hero of "The Scarlet Empire," 
John Walker by mime, is n youtu in 
the grip of Socialistic doctrines who 
rails against trusts and tlie money pow- 
er, .which drive him to despondency, in 
his gloom the youth leaps from a pier 
at Coney Island and goes down, down, 
landing upon tlie hospitable shores of 
the sunken Atlantis. The life-saving 
sqtiad of tlie Social Democracy restores 
the half-drowned American and hence- 
forth he becomes a citizen of Atlantis, 
the most advanced civilization in the 
universe. In an attempt at. Jules 
Verne-like theorizing, the author tries 
to explain bow life continues in the 
submerged country, how the sea is 
kept out by crystalline walls of tre- 
mendous strength and thickness, and 
how life and warmth aro supplied by 
the force of radium, so abundant in At- 
lantis. 

It need scarcely be said that the ac- 
tual seems to the young theorist Jibe 
some vast, horrible nightmare. The 
citizens of Atlantis arc dressed alike; 
they have no names, but are known only 
by numbers; no distinction to speak of 
is made between men and women; mar- 
riages are arranged by the state; work 
is assigned by lot, nnd the most string- 
ent laws are enacted lo restrain per- 
sonal enthusiasm. Indeed, anyone as- 
serting anything like the rights and 
preferences of an individual are guilly 
of the most horrible crime of all known 
to Atlantis— atavism. Such a per- 
son is known us an "atavar," and bis 
punishment is deatii by being cast out 
into the sea to the great monster, the 
kraken, 

"This damnable democracy." cries 
a certain doctor, the one appointed by 
the slate lo train young Americans lor 
citizenship in Atlantis, "this damnable 
democracy," which like an octopus with 
a million tentacles is throttling the man- 
hood of our entire race." is the most 
dreadful of all curses. The doctor, be 
it said, is himself an atavar; he secret- 
ly hates the shivery of Socialism aud 
he hopes in the end to subvert it. 

"Why not escape'.'" asks the young 
American, whom the actual sight of 
Socialism early cured of his theories. 
"A few thousand fathoms above our 
heads is the land of the sun, the land 
of life, of vigor, where each man lights 
his own 'battles and revels in the strife. 
There the individual is sovereign nnd 
the state his servant, not. his master." 

For the purposes of tlie romance, tho 
young hero falls in love with a danger- 
ous atavar, a girl who has the courage 
lo announce that she will not; allow 
the. state to choose a husband for her, 
but will follow her own heart. Thrtt 
is the one ray of hope in the life of tlie 
American in this land of tho millenni- 
um. For otherwise he finds the land 
of positive equality the most deadly of 
narcotic poisons to his spirit. For cen- 
turies the race of Atlantis had been 
placed on the same dead level as that 



which obtains in penitentiaries. Fosi- 
tiv'e virtue had disappeared. Individ- 
ual energy, ability, and ambition had 
been stifled and discouraged by the 
absence of reward, until they no longer 
existed. Sympathy, charity, nnd self- 
sacrifice had become unknown. The 
spiritual in man had ceased to be mani- 
fested, and the people had sunk to brut- 
ish tastes and inclinations. Lest any 
of them should awaken to their dread- 
ful condition, the state appointed every 
evening what was oAllcd the "smoke 
time," in which every, member of At- 
lantis partook of a deadly narcotic that 
made him forgot his troubles. 

The young man continues to study 
the habits of Atlantis and lo hope more 
and more that one day he may escape 
from its clutches and carry the beauti- 
ful atavar of his dreams with him to 
'I lie upper world of freedom and per- 
sonal liberty. He experiences the re- 
sults of the Draconian laws of Atlantis, 
and his suffering, makes him more and 
more resolved to escape. After citi- 
zenship is conferred upon him he is 
known merely as a number and sundry 
letters, and the work assigned Mm is 
that of a member of the Vorunk, or 
legislative body of the country. It seems 
incredible to him that any new laws can 
he passed in a country where all legis- 
lation has been petrified into nn ancient 
dry-as-dust system, but his American 
ingenuity stands him in good stead, and 
in consonance with such laws, for in- 
stance, as tho one that no person shall 
have more food than another in order 
to equalize the weight and stature of 
the inhabitants, he introduces bills to 
regulate the trimming of the finger-nails, 
lo provide for the equal use of the 
maxillary muscles on both sides of the 
mouth in chewing food, to require the 
use of tho left arm as much as the 
right. The most Important law ho se- 
cured was one providing for the re- 
moval of the wealth of the ancients 
beyond tho temptation of futuro gen- 
erations. In his plan of escape he 
thought wealth might prove handy. 

One night he has a clandestine meet- 
ing with Astrnea, his beloved; they are 
discovered, and he is condemned to 
death by the kraken. Fortunately he 
has been preparing for such a fate a 
certain submarine which had come to 
Atlantis; he. alone knew its use and 
had prepared it against a possible 
emergency. Also bis bill to remove the 
wealth of the ancients had enabled him 
to transfer vast quantities of jewels to 
the submarine against future use. Pis- 
tols which he had found In the hull of 
the submarine prove exceedingly uso- 
ful on the day when he and Astraea 
were to he thrown through the sea-wall 
to the devouring kraken. Just then, 
too, the doctor's plan for destroying 
the great monument built by the Fed- 
eration of Labor as the bed-rock of 
Social-Democracy succeeds nnd the 
monument is blown to atoms.

Such, In brief, is the gist of this 
rather Interesting narrative. Crudely 
written as it is, It sets forth a skilfully 
constructed plot and shows a certain 
enthusiasm for lils subject on the part 
of the author, but throughout the bonk 
the great aim seems to be not only to 
satirize all the doctrines that Social- 
ists hold dear, but even, where possible 
to burlesque them. The main fact 
dwelt upon by tho author is that this 
form of government. Is the most ac- 
cursed form of servitude, and that by 
comparison with It such advantage as 
the money power of our country has 
for the muses Is mere child's play. And 
we are left to Infer that in reality, 
compared with Socialism, the Ameri- 
can form of sovornmeut is free as the 
boundless air, giving nil a chance to 
work out their salvation and their pos- 
sibilities and bringing nothing but 
blessings upon the race.
